WHEN CROWLEY CAME TO MASS 


DRAMATIC CATHEDRAL SCENE. 


The strain was Intense, and one wom¬ 
an In the congregation fainted. There 
was no resort to force, however. Chan¬ 
cellor Barry signaled to a man in the 
choir loft, and the sound of the organ 
ceased and the singing of the choir was 
hushed. The priests In the altar stop¬ 
ped the solemn service at the end of the 
"Gloria" and walked to the benches and 
laid aside their golden vestments. The 
altar boya marched out of the sanctua¬ 
ry through a side door and the priests, 
clad In their cassock*, followed. The 
next moment the hundreds of Incandes¬ 
cent lights in the vaulted arches were 
extinguished and the candle lights on 
the altar were put out.

Proc-eded With Low Mass. 


The strain was broken when Chan¬ 
cellor Barry appeared in the pulpit and 
said: 

"Owing to the presence in this sacred 
edifice of an excommunicated priest, th© 
solemn high mass has been suspended. 
We will proceed with a low mass." 

No sermon was delivered, however, 
and the mass was at an end before the 
congregation was calm again. The 
parishioners lingered around the cathe¬ 
dral and watched the deposed priest as 

he hurried away. None spoke to him.

Excommunicated Priest Refused Td 
L eave the Church When Bid¬ 
den To Do So. 


REMAINED IN PEW DEFIANT. 


Chicago. Nov. 3 —There was an In¬ 
tensely dramatic scene in Holy Name 
Cathedral to-day, when, in the pres¬ 
ence of fully one thousand parishioner?, 
Jeremiah J. Crowley, the excommuni¬ 
cated Roman Catholic priest, was pub¬ 
licly humiliated by order of the au¬ 
thorities of the church. 

Father Crowley had entered the 
church unobserved. passing up the cen¬ 
ter aisle, and had taken a seat almost 
under the pulpit. Solemn high mass 
was being celebrated at the time. When 
the presence of Father Crow ley became 
known, the Rev. Francis J. Barry, 
Chancellor of the Archdiocese of Chica¬ 
go. was hurriedly sent for. Upo*. en¬ 
tering the cathedral he went straight 
to the seat where the excommunicated 
clergyman was kneeling, and ordered 
him to leave the church. 

Father Crowley refused to go. say¬ 
ing; "Put me out. If you dare.”

Maas Ordered Stopped. 


Chicago. Nov. 3.—Two female nurses 
at the Asylum for the Insane at Dun¬ 
ning, ill., will to-morrow be formally 
charged by Secretary Follctt W Bull, 
of the Civil Service Reform Associa¬ 
tion. with having caused the death of | 
two patients In the asylum, Kate Ned- 
so and Kate Kurkowskl. 

The charge will be nude that the 
nurses deliberately withheld food from 
the patients, sometimes giving lb- m ' 
nothing at all, and for weeks nothing 
but bread and tea. It will also be 
charged that medicines provided for 
the patients were not administered to 
them. 

The motive to be assigned hi the 
charges i* that the patients were es¬ 


pecially obnoxious to the nurses, and 
that their course was prompted by a 
desire to so weaken the patients that 
they would be sent to a ward for the 
sick, thus relieving the nut set* of the 
care of them. It will be charged that 
this course was carried too far. and 
that the patients’ death resulted from 
It. 

The women died early In September 
and the causes of death were given in 
the death certificates as Inanition in 
one case apd scurvy in th< other. The 
rase was* brought to the attention of 
th** Civil Service Reform Asaociatlon by 
Miss Jane A Warns, Ml©* Julia C. Lath- 
rop and Dr. Alice Hamilton, of Hull 
Home, who gained their first informa¬ 
tion from Dr. Clara Ferguson, for six 
years woman physician at Dunrlng. 


NEW YORK BOARD OF TRADE 

TO DISCUSS RECIPROCITY

The call Is addressed to 
members of the board who are engaged 
in manufactures and is signed by Wil¬ 
liam Carroll, of the American Leather 
Company; the Eaton, Cole & Hurns- 
ham Co., E. H. Cole, treasurer; Mer- 
genthaler Linotype Company, P. T. 
Dodge, president; H. J. Raker & Bro., 
by W. D. Far!*; National Lead Com¬ 
pany, R. .P. Rowe, manager; Charles 
A. Bchieren, of Charles A. Schleren & 
Co., and Frank S. Gardner, secretary 
of the board. The call reads 
In view of the active discussion of 
"the expediency and practicability of the 
broader application of the principle of 
commercial reciprocity as a imatis of ex¬ 


panding foreign market* for American 
products, without sacr.tlclng the interests 
of .any of our industries," the under¬ 
signed, with the approval of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Board. Invite and 
request ail member* of th© Board ot 
Trade and Tran»p*)rtation who are en¬ 
gaged tn manufactures, to designate a 
principal or executive officer in each 
such firm or corporation, to meet 
in the board rooms on Thursday, 
November 7. at 2:30 p. m.. for n liberal 
comparison of view* on the subject, to 
formulate some expression of the senti¬ 
ment of the meeting, and if deemed de- 
* ruble to select and recommend to the 
board ten delegates to the National Reci¬ 
procity Convention, which will be held in 
Washington. P. C.. on XovcmLer 19. 

The undersigned are aware that differ. 
Ing vlewrs of the value of commercial 
reciprocity arc held among manufactur¬ 
ers, and have not ourselves compared 
opinions.

ITS VOTE VERY UNCERTAIN. 


TAMMANY’S EVILS MAY CAUSE 
DEFEAT OF SHEPARD. 


BUT REFORM WILL NOT COME. 


Little Relief From Existing Condi¬ 
tions In New York Expected 
From Low. 


WHERE THE BLAME BELONGS. 


New York. Nov. 3.—(Special ]—Great¬ 
er New York Is composed of all New- 
York, now known as Manhattan and 
the Bronx, the city of Brooklyn, and 
Queen* and Richmond counties. Great¬ 
er New York polls nearly 600.000 votes. 
In a party contest like the one In 189$ 
for Governor between Roosevelt and 
Van Wyck the Democrats have a ma¬ 
jority of about 70.000. One year ago 
when many Democrats voted against 
Bryan still Greater New York gave 
Biyan nearly 30.000 over McKinley. Bo 
It will be seen that the normal Demo¬ 
cratic majority In Greater New* York 
can be conservatively estimated nt 
about 50.000. The party strength tn 
New York. Queens and Richmond 
ccunties is generally reliable at the 
polls. Not so with Brooklyn. It some¬ 
times goes for a Democrat, by from 
15,000 to 20,000 and the next year It wllj 
Hop over and give the Republicans as 
many. So you can’t count on Brooklyn 
until It has voted. In 1S97 It really 
went about 25,000 against Van Wyck 
for Mayor, the next year It gave Judge 
Van Wyck for Governor 18.000. Last 
year it gave McKinley over Bryan 
about 3.500. Next Tuesday It is expect¬ 
ed to go all the way from 15,000 to 30,000 
for Seth Low.

Result Is In Doubt. 


stljfl believing that the advantages are 
largely on the side of Shepard. I would 
not be surprised if Low was elect¬ 
ed. and if he should be elected his ma¬ 
jority may be large, for strong public 
sentiment when once aroused generally 
goes the full limit. 

There are several things here that 
have injured Shepard outside of the 
moral or reforming portion of the popu¬ 
lation. The chief disturbing factors 
are the gamblers or sporting men. They 
have fallen out because there has not 
been a fair division of the spoils; that 
Is, they were not allowed an equal show' 
to fleece the lambs. 

It seems that Frank How'ell, supposed 
to be the famous "John Doe." Is at the 
head of a syndicate of gamblers. This 
syndicate bestows its favors where It 
does them the most good. That Is, the 
gamblers cannot operate their pool- 
rooms In New York unless they "see" 
the Howell king. It is a clear case of 
put up or shut up. or no pay no run. 

This syndicate. It Is said, has the pro¬ 
tection of Chief of Police Devery, w'ho 
hns of late years grown enormously 
rich, and by this protection thus afford¬ 
ed no sporting house can open und do 
business for long without paying the 
commission assessed by the How*ell syn¬ 
dicate.

A Fight Between Gamblers. 

The result of this Is that the gamblers 
on the outside are fighting the gamblers 
on the inside, and it will hurt Shepard 
ten or fifteen thousand votes, for the 
anti-Howell gamblers know well that 
If Low Is elected Devery will go. and 
then they will have an equal chance 
with the Howell gamblers tn evading 
the law.

Southern Democrats For Shepard. 


Washington. Nov. 3. -Mr. Wu, the 
Chinese Minister, returned to the city 
to-night from hit’ trip to Arm Arbor. ! 
Mich., where he went to deliver an ad¬ 
dress to the students. Replying to 
questions on the subject Mr. Wu said 
he hud not received any notice of his 
recall to China.

Thus, it will be seen that Brooklyn 
holds the key to the mayoralty door. 
The Tammany organization and the 
Hhepardlten must carry New York 
county by a larger majority than the 
Low and fuslonlsts carry Brooklyn or 
Kings county. In order to elect their 
man. The one is expected to offset the 
other, and after listening to the claims 
of each side I do not think anyone 
knows much about It. and what will be 
the result. The previous Democratic 
majorities, the fine organization and 
power of Tammany Hal! and the sup- 
j»ort of Mr. Whitney and the wealthy 
combine h©re for Shepard wouid nat¬ 
urally in itself justify the belief that he 
would b© easily elected. At the same 
time there is the deep and intense fi cl¬ 
ing here against Dick Croker, this 
blackguard Devery and Tammany 
methods. How deep and strong und 
effective this reeling may be it is hard 
to say. but there is no doubt that the 
resentment against alleged corruption 
and bosslsm is considerable and may 
be sufficiently powerful to sweep all 
before U on election day. Hornetim©* 
these local political revolutions do oc¬ 
cur even if the new fellows voted in 
are as bad as the old ones voted out.

Low May Be Elected. 

With these facts and reasonings and 


I find that the Southern Democrats 
who have made their home in New 
York art* mostly, if not quite all of 
them, for Shepnrd.

FIGHT AGAINST QUAY.

Philadelphia. Nov. 3—The campaign 
Just closed In Philadelphia has at¬ 
tracted more than the ordinary off year 
interest in consequence of the fusion of 
Democrats and antl-Quay Republicans 
on candidates for the only two State 
offices to be filled—State Treasurer and 
Justice of the Supreme Court. The in¬ 
dependent Republicans, organized under 
the name of the Union party. Joined 
with th-^ Democrats in the nomination 
of B A. Coray. Jr., a Republican, for 
Htute Treasurer and Herman Yerkes. a 
Democ:at, for Supreme Court Just.ce 
ugalnst the regular Republican nomi¬ 
nees, Frank G. Harris, for State Treas- 
urer. and William P. Potter, for Su¬ 
preme Judge The fusion leaders are 
making strong prediction* that their 
candidal* s will carry the State, while 
on the other hand the regular Repub¬ 
lican leader* express confidence in 
bringing their candidates safely 
through, though passively conceding 
that the majority may be lowered from 
that of two years ago. 

The campaign In Philadelphia has 
been unusually active, the Interest cen¬ 
tering tn the fight for District Attorney. 
The regular Republicans, backed by the 
pity and Slate administration forces 
and United Sta: * Senator? Penrose and 
placed In nominal loo John 
Weaver for Dbtrlct Attorney, while the 
Union party and Municipal League 
mimed the incumbent, P. F. Roth- 
ermH. a Republican. A faction of 
the Democratic party, however, refused 
to Join the reformer* and placed in 
regular nomination William Wilkins 
<’arr. a Democrat, and postmaster of 
the city during Cleveland's Adminis¬ 
tration. 

It Is generally admitted, however, that 
th-' real battle at the polls on Tuesday 
will !>e between the respective adherents 
of Weaver and Rolhermel Many 
prominent Democrats, among them 
burner Gov. Robert E Paulson, have 
been active participants In the cam¬ 
paign in the interest of Rothermel. 

CLAIMED BY BOTH SIDES. 

Republicans and Democrats Confident 

of Victory In New Jersey. 

Trenton, N J.. Nov. 3.—The guberna¬ 
torial campaign in New Jersey was 
brought to>R close last night with the 
leaders of both parties claiming vic¬ 
tory for their respective candidates. It 
ha* been one of the most stubborn ever 
fought In the State, the Republicans 
leaving no stone unturned to hold the 
State machinery*, which they have con¬ 
trolled for nearly a decade, while the 
Democrats have struggled to take it 
from thorn. 

The Republicans base their hopes on 
two things—first, the targe majority 
which must be wdped ou4 by the op¬ 
position. and. second, on the fact that 
they think the voters of the State, 
pleased with the prosperous condition 
of affairs In tlie nation, will return a 
Republican Governor as an evidence of 
their ind.irsemeot of. the national Ao¬ 
min;*! ration. 

The Democrats claim victory chiefly 
on the personal popularity of their can- 



The Legislature next January will 
elect a successor to Senator Foraker 
and redlstrlct the State for congres¬ 
sional purposes. The election this year 
Is for a full State ticket and county 
tickets, as well as members of the Leg¬ 
islature. 

The* Democrats claim that In addi¬ 
tion to the disaffection among the Re¬ 
publicans In Uuyahoga. Franklin, Lu¬ 
cas and other counties, that the tradi¬ 
tional "off year" conditions exist as in 
some former years. 

The managers on both sides are more 
reluctant about giving out estimates 
than usual.

ELEMENT OF UNCERTAINTY 

Enters Into the Campaign In Mary¬ 
land. 

Baltimore. Nov. 3.—Although both the 
Democratic and Republican managers 
profess the utmost confidence In the re¬ 
sult of the election on Tuesday, the re¬ 
cently enacted election law and the de¬ 
velopments resulting therefrom have 
Induced an element of uncertainty 
which neither side can solve. The only 
Interesting feature in the election is the 
Legislature, which will elect a United 
States Senator to succeed George L. 
Wellington. 

It is generally admitted that If the 
law which was intended to disfranchise 
the Illiterate colored voters accom¬ 
plishes that purpose, the Democrats 
have the best chance of winning.

In round numbers, 50.000 Illiterate 
voters In Maryland, of whom 32.000 are 
colored and 1S.000 white. All of the col¬ 
ured illiterates and perhaps 8.000 of 
white Illiterates a»re Republicans. So, 
If all be lust, upon th© basis of any past 
election, the Democrats would win. 

Republicans Maks Big Claims. 

Boston. Nov. 3.—A Republican plu¬ 
rality of from 39.000 to 40,000 Is the con¬ 
cision of the Democratic leaders ut 
whit is practically th© close of th© State 
campaign of 1901 in Massachusetts. Tho 
Republican loaders claim their plural¬ 
ity w ill be 55.000.

PRACTICALLY ALL OVER 
BUT THE VOTING. 

Campaign Has Been Fought and Demo¬ 
crats Are Confident. 


WILL DEFEAT REPUBLICAN FRAUD 


Fake Flection Xoticc Was To Be Used In Putting In 
Republican Heelers As Election Ofticers. 


EFFORTS TO INTIMIDATE DEM OC RATS 


The campaign hns closed. Both sides 
have lined up their forces for the battle 
that is to be waged to-morrow. Both 
sides are claiming victory, and the 
more conservative members say that it 
will take the count to-morrow night to 
declare which side is the winner. As Is 
usual before an election, the Repub¬ 
licans are claiming everything In sight, 
and if they fall of election they are 
certain to set up a cry* of fraud and 
charge the Democrats with all crimes 
that can be perpetrated against the 
ballot. 

Mr. Stratton, the Republican candi¬ 
date for Mayor, says that he is cer¬ 
tain of election by a majority of 7,500. 
He told a reporter for the Courier- 
Journal that he expected to wdn by a 
majority of nearly 11.900, but he w-as 
certain that enough votes would be 
stolen by the Democrats to decrease his 
majority to 7.500. Mr. Stratton is more 
sanguine of success than .any other 
member of the Republican ticket.

Notices will also be sent out to 
these officers this morning notifying 
them ol their app< intment and re- 
que:*ting them lo appear at their several 
polling places to-morrow morning fif¬ 
teen minutes before the polls open and 
qualify There will not be a single 
change In the officers In either party 
unless some man declines to serve, 
when his successor will be appoint'd

and If they failed to appear ©lection 
morning the party managers wouid 
have men In waiting at the polls who 
would do their bidding.

Motive of Making Detectives of Letter 
Carriers. 

Yesterday the Democrats discovered 
the motive of the Republicans in send¬ 
ing out thousands of letters through 
the post-office to registered Democratic 
voters under the pretense of learning 
Jf they lived at, the address from 
which they were registered# Tho 
Democrats believe that the solo 
purpose of it was intimidation. 
In other words, the Republicans want 
to create the impression that there Is 
liable to be trouble at the polls on ac¬ 
count of alleged illegally registered 
people attempting to vote and by send¬ 
ing out then© letters and having them 
returned they wished to convey the 
impression that hundreds of Democrats 
would b© challenged, thereby keeping 
th© timid element away. The Demo¬ 
crats also believe that the Republicans 
wish to get abroad the Impres¬ 
sion that trouble will occur at 
the poles, hoping that a general 
s«-are will keep many business men 
from the polls who would ordinarily go 
and vote th© Democratic ticket. How¬ 
ever. the trick ha* been so effectually 
exposed that it Is hardly probable that 
any effort will be made to carry It Into 
execution or to prevent any man from 
voting who did not chance to be at 
home when his particular letter was 
presented. 

How the Post-office Scheme Worked# 

An e'ddehC* of the method# adopt*** ' 
by the Republican party to bring thd 
Post-office Department into bad repula 
was unearthed yesterday afternoon by 
the Democrats when it was reported to 
them that In the western part of tho 
city a half dozen of these decoy letters 
had been delivered at a boarding-house, 
and as the person* to whom they were 
addressed are all workingmen and 
were not present to receive them, the 
letters were returned to the post-office.

proposed Improvement of Assorting 
By Carrier Districts While 
Aboard Train. 


Washington. Nov. 3.—The annual re¬ 
port of Second Assistant Postmaster 
General William 8. Shallenberger urges 
regular, direct, fast mail service be¬ 
tween the Pacific coast and the Orient, 
the re-establishment of pneumatic tube 
service generally and the closer sepa¬ 
ration of city mall by postal clerks on 
railway trains rather than by clerks of 
the malting division after its arrival In 
the general post-offices. The city distri¬ 
bution in postal cars has been assumed 
entirely by the railway mail service, 
supplanting the former practice of hav¬ 
ing clerks from the city poat-nfTUe go 
out some distance on the road to meet 
Incoming trains. 

Constant demands are now being 
made for still closer separation by 
having the railway mall clerk or super¬ 
intendent In charge take the outgo¬ 
ing mall from the public and see that 
It Is expeditiously dispatched, and also 
deliver the Incoming mail, properly 
made up for the carriers. Mr. Shallon- 
berger suggests for the present a test 
of the practical operation of this prop¬ 
osition at post-offices whose gross re¬ 
ceipts are a half million dollars or more 
g year.

BEGINS IN SOMERSET. 


CHARGED WITH KILLING MRS. 
SELLARS A YEAR AGO. 


NEW EVIDENCE INTRODUCED. 


Case Progressing Rapidly and Ver¬ 
dict Is Expected This Week- 
Pure Food Law Violated. 


VERSAILLES BANKER DEAD. 


Somerset. Kv., Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
The second trial of Phoebe King and 
her mother, Nancy Hunley. for the mur¬ 
der of Mrs. SelJaTs. In the southern 
part of PuJaski county. In August. 1900. 
Is progressing rapidly In the Circuit 
Court In this city before Judge T. Z. 
Morrow. The former trial of this case 
attracted widespread attention on ac¬ 
count of the novel plea made by the 
defendants. At the first trial the Jury' 
failed to agree, ten standing for ac¬ 
quittal and two favoring a short term 
in the penitentiary*. 

On Saturday the case was called for 
the second time, both sides announcing 
ready. The jury* was selected In a very' 
short time, and the Commonwealth 
closed Its testimony yesterday. New 
evidence In regard to alleged threads 
made by the defendants against the 
Sellars woman has been Introdi**ed. A 
letter supposed to have been written 
by Phoebe King, w*hlle she was living 
In Somerset ns a domestic, to her 
mother, requesting her not to do any¬ 
thing with Mrs. Sellsrs until she could 
come and help her. was Introduced by 
the Commonwealth. However, the de¬ 
fense claims that the lptter was written 
more than a year before the tragedy 
and can be satisfactorily explained. 
The defense was outlined, and the facts 
upon which the defendants rely for an 
acquittal were forcibly presented to 
the jury yesterday afternoon by O. H. 
Waddle, counsel for the defendants. 

• • • 

Defense's Plea. 


Although all the eye-witnesses for the 
Commonwealth testified that Nancy 
Hunley fired the fatal shot, the defense 
wUl attempt to show by the two de¬ 
fendants and Miles Hunley that It was 
Phoebe King that took the Sellars 
woman's life, and not Nancy Hunley, 
and tbat at th rt time she did so the 
Sellars woman had her mother on her 
knees, striking her with a knife, and 
that she shot to protect the life of her 
mother. 

Manassas Hunley. the husband **f 
Mrs. Hunley, and the man who deserted 
his wife for Mrs. Sellars, Is absent from 
the trial The defense will begin the 
introduction of Its testimony In the 
morning, and expects to finish before 
night. It Is confidently expected that a 
verdict will be returned by the Jury 
not later than Thursday noon. 

The Stat»* Is represented by Common- 
wealth's Attorney Sharp, assisted by 
County Attorney Shadoan and Edwin 
R Morrow, of Lexington, Ky. The de¬ 
fendants are repressirted by O. H Wad¬ 
dle and T.Z Morrow. Jr..of th4j city,and 
Robert B. Waddle, of Monti elio. Ky. 
The defense is relying upon the law* of 
self-defense, but will, as in the former 
trial, make an Indirect plea to the un¬ 
written law*, contending that tt should 
apply In the case of a woman as well 
os a man.

‘•Old Seminary" Building In Danville 
Changes Hands. 

Danville. Ky.. Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
Mr. John* Weislger has purchased 
from Central University Seminary the 
old Presbyterian Seminary building lo¬ 
cated on East Main street. The price 
paid was $4,600. By this purchase Mr. 
Weislger comes Into possession of two 
of the most famous buildings In Ken¬ 
tucky, having purchased a few days 
ago the McDowell residence and office 
on Second street. The “Old Seminary*' 
hufiidlng w*ns the capital of the District 
of Kentucky before Kentucky became 
a State in 1791. In this building w*as 
also held the first constitutional con¬ 
vention In 1785. as well as a number of 
notable conventions for the purpose of 
considering the propriety and ex¬ 
pediency of seeking separation from 
Virginia. So far as known It is the 
oldest building In Danville. 

Shortly before the war the structure 
was purchased and converted Into a 
Presbyterian seminary, and was used 
until the erection of Breckinridge Hall 
some years ago. Since that time It has 
been used as a home for theological 
students. The consolidation of the Pres¬ 
byterian seminaries of Kentucky neces¬ 
sitated the removal to Louisville of the 
Danville seminary, and the old build¬ 
ing became useless to the college. 

Breckinridge Hall, valued at $50,000. 
was donated to Centre College, which 
Is now* the academic department of 
Central Univ ersity. _ 

ADULTERATED BUTTER. 

New Method of Evading Pure Food 
Laws Discovered. 

Lexington. Ky.. Nov. 3.—{Special.]-** 
Assistant State Food Inspector R. M. 
Allen has discovered a new scheme by 
which butter is adulterated. The plan, 
he says, is in operation In several parts 
of the State. Stale butter la bought, 
melted and cooled In Ice water and Is 
then churned with added milk, to 
which tdack pepsin or sulphate of soda 
Is added. These cause the milk to form 
en emulsion with the butter fat, and 
In consequence the finished product 
contains about 40 or 50 per cent, of 
water. Good butter never has more 
than 20 per cent, of water. 

Several retailers in Lexington are 
selling the article, which Is being made 
In Lexington, and they will be prose¬ 
cuted under the pure-food law. 

ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE 

Former Lexington Policeman In a 
Critical Condition. 
Lexington. Ky.. Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
Samuel Weeks, until recently a patrol¬ 
man on the Lexington police force, was 
found on Main street at 2:30 o'clock 
this morning w*lth a bullet wound over 
his heart. A thlrty-elght-callber re¬ 
volver was found at his side. Weeks 
was taken to the Good Samuritan Hos¬ 
pital, where he rests In a serious con¬ 
dition.

More than one speculator who 
has made money cost of the rise Id 
railroad shares In the last five years 
has recently determined to let some 
one else have the rest of the profit 
In those stocks and to Invest his own 
money in bonds of the class described. 
Of course, the idea that It Is genuine 
investment buying that has recently 
forced such stocks as Delaware and 
Lackawanna and Northwest preferred 
to 240 and Michigan Central to 140 la 
absurd. 

It is sincerely urged by those who 
are looking for a further mce (n the r 
price of all securities In me near fu¬ 
ture that the signal for the movement 
will be the announcement of the com¬ 
plete and comprehensive settlement of 
the Northern Pacific controversy. Near¬ 
ly every one seems to be convinced 
that such an announcement Is likely 
to be made at any momeut. Yet. as¬ 
suming that the difficulty will all be 
patched up In the nicest manner, there 
are still some fussy old skeptics who 
say that Wall street has a w*Ay of se¬ 
curing profits from what it knows will 
happen before the event really does 
happen; and. moreover, that as the end¬ 
ing of the Northern Pacific trouble 
would be really but the removal of 
cause for serious decline In all the se¬ 
curities concerned, there is no logical 
reason why the fact should produce any 
particular advance In them. 

• • • 

May Be Wisdom To Wait and See. 

It Is said the settlement will comprise 
a scheme for the harmonious action 
In future of all the Western railroads. 
Perhaps It will be wise to see what the 
scheme Is before estimating Us charac¬ 
ter and permanent resuLs. But can 
any plan be devised short of the actual 
control of the Burlington system by the 
Union Pacific railway which will less¬ 
en Union Pacific's watchful Jealousy of 
that system, when run as an adjunct 
to the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railway. Even If. as 1* quite 
possible, a plan Is evolved for the Joint 
management of the Burlington system 
by the tw*o great rivals named, do ex¬ 
perience and common sense Justify a 
buoyant hope that the attempt will re¬ 
sult in lasting sucess? Can the propo¬ 
sition be soberly stated that railway 
competition In this country is to cease? 
Cease it will In very great degree at a 
time like the present, when the chief 
trouble with all railway properties is 
lack of freight cars sufficient to handle 
their business. But history asserts that 
such times are fleeting. 

• • • 

Talk of Radical Extensions. 

Even as things are, the Rook Island. 
In which a well-known firm of Chicago 
speculators has recently gained w*hat 
appears to be a dominating Influence, 
Is talking of building largely Into the 
South and West and has practically 
decided to build a new line between 
Kansas City and St. Louis. The St. 
p*ul has a line more than mapped out 
to Helena. aw*ay Into Northern Pacific 
territory, and its managers are repre¬ 
sented as declaring that they could 
build a road to the Pacific at a lower 
cost per mile than is represented In the 
present valuation of either the North¬ 
ern Pacific or Great Northern railways. 
The Goulds are pushing their system 
Into Ohio. Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and through Pennsylvania territory to 
an Atlantic seaport. It Is all harmony, 
of course, and there are friendly person¬ 
al relations between everybody con¬ 
cerned. But some unknow*n official of 
the St Paul rnllroad enwrapped a good 
deal of suggestion In hls w*ords tele¬ 
graphed In a press dispatch from Chi¬ 
cago the other day: "Every line has an 
eye on each other and on the future, 
and Is constantly making surveys Into 
territory not formerly its own.”

Easy Money Will Help Market. 

A rise in the stock market will be 
facilitated If money keeps as easy as 
It has been. But there are so many 
factors in the money situation at this 
tfme that predictions as to future mon¬ 
etary ease or ptrlngency are hopeless: 
It is clear that the Government pro¬ 
poses to put hack Into the market by 
means of bond redemptions the surplus 
funds absorbed by Internal taxation as 
fast as It can legally do so, and that It 
means to do thl* regardless of the policy

which the banking Institutions of the 
country see fit to adopt regarding the 
contraction or expansion of their loins. 
This action of the Treasury Is supposed 
to be for the "relief" of the money mar¬ 
ket. and that the hanks of our city 
alone should, therefore, have Increased 
their loans during the last five weeks 
by almost the exact sum which the 
Government has disbursed by bond pur¬ 
chases seems a little odd. The Govern¬ 
ment’s power to release money Is, of 
course, limited by the willingness of 
bondholders to sell their property, and 
the dally offering of bonds to the Treas¬ 
ury under Mr. Gage's renewed circular 
can alone throw light on the probable 
disbursements of money from this 
source. 

The amount of gold which Europe 
will take from us In the present ex¬ 
port movement Is most uncertain. 
Never before w as our foreign exchange 
market In such a confused and per¬ 
turbed condition. Cotton is being ex¬ 
ported at last In volume, but cotton 
bills of exchange are not plentiful, and 
there Is no doubt that the supply of 
exchange from this source has been 
bought In advance to a degree rarely 
before known; while Europe Is a heavy 
and constant seller of our securities 
and Is peremptory In her demands for 
the remittance of the proceeds In cash. 
• • • 

Possibility of Gold Exports. 

Whether the general European situa¬ 
tion Is much worse than has been Im¬ 
agined on this side, or the Paris bank¬ 
ers who have financed one great oper¬ 
ation after another In the last few 
years have decided upon a larger cur¬ 
tailment of credit than Is popularly 
supposed, the demand for foreign ex¬ 
change here has become so great that 
It was stated by expert Judges of the 
facts at the close of last week that In¬ 
dications favored the export of at least 
$10,000,000 In gold about as fast as the 
money could be placed upon the steam¬ 
ers. 8uch a shipment w*ould undoubt¬ 
edly take from the local money market 
more than the Government bond pur¬ 
chases would return to It In the same 
period. 

Money seems to be coming back from 
the Western harvest fields, but to be 
going southward to move the cotton 
crop. The monthly figures of the Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics, with their showing 
or diminishing exports of all kind.* und 
Increasing Imports, chiefly of luxuries, 
tell their own story. All this certainly 
makes It seem probable that we have 
entered upon a period of high exchange, 
a period, that Is, when the tendency of 
the exchange market Is strongly toward 
gold exports at recurring intervals. 

So far as our merchandise exports 
are concerned, too great attention 
should not be paid to the depression In 
ocean freights, of which so much has 
been heard. The depression was caused 
by a glut of freight room, due to the 
release or Hteamers after the slacken¬ 
ing of hostilities In South Africa, and 
by the overestimation by our grain ex¬ 
porters of the quantity of frelghl room 
that would be needed In filling the Eu¬ 
ropean demand for our foodstuffs. Eu¬ 
rope Is short of foodstuffs, but not to 
the degree that was supposed last July. 
She will be a good, but not an extraor¬ 
dinary. buyer of our grain this year. 
For the three months ending Septem¬ 
ber 30 we sent to Europe only $3,000,000 
worth of foodstuffs more than In the 
same period last year. 

• • • 

Gossip About Other Conditions. 

The sweeping decision of the court of 
last resort In Illinois upholding the 
franchise tax law of that State may be 
mitigated somewhat at the forthcoming 
session of the State Legislature, but it 
Is another Illustration of the fact that, 
so far. the courts have, without excep¬ 
tion, refused to disturb these franchise 
tax laws on constitutional grounds. The 
whole question of corporate taxation 
and regulation In this country seems to 
gather greater Importance each day. 

The copper situation Is unchanged. 
People In the metal trade continue to 
rpgard a reduction In the price nf cop¬ 
per. due to the simple operation of the 
law of supply and demand, os Inevitable 
ait no very distant day. and they scout 
as very Improbable any agreement to 
restrict production between the Amalga¬ 
mated Company and such Interests as 
those of the Calumet and Hecla and 
Phelps. Podge Sc Co. The traditional 
attitude of the Calumet and Hecla peo¬ 
ple toward all such propositions Is we.l 
known, while Phelps. Dodge Sc Co. are 
at present bending great efforts tow*ard 
the development of their new c> pper 
property at Nacogarl In Northwestern 
Mexico.

A Comer In Print Cloth. 


Thoroughly correlative to the copper 
situation la that of the textile trade. In 
which a gigantic corner Is being operat¬ 
ed by one of our New York merchants. 
This man. who Is one of the boldest 
speculators ttfat our country has ever 
seen. Is In complete control of the print 
cloth market at present, and apparently 
Is endeavoring to fasten his grip upon 
the supply of the goods In question by 
so Increasing the wages of hls operatives 
that other manufacturers, not hls equals 
In financial resources, hut who must 
meet the demands nf their workmen 
which the rise in wages at one mill en¬ 
tails, will be forced to close their mills 
or produce print cloths at a loss. Au¬ 
thorities In the trade say that print 
cloth cannot now be manufactured and 
sold by ordinary manufacturers at a 
profit. It will be Interesting to see how 
the experiment ends.

gardlng the Intentions of the French 
Government.

French Squadron Due To-day. 

Admiral Calllard Is expected to reach 
hls destination to-morrow. The For¬ 
eign Office has received no news from 
him since his division left the other 
divisions of the Mediterranean squad¬ 
ron en route for Turkish waters four 
days ago. 

It is pointed out that the absence 
of news is not surprising, as the In¬ 
structions to Admiral Caillunl were to 
steer due south and t<* avoid passing 
In sight of Bonifacio, Corsica, or tra¬ 
versing the strait of Messina. In order 
to prevent his movements being sig¬ 
naled. The vessels of the division car¬ 
ried only a normal supply of coal, but 
this would be much more than sufficient 
to enable them to steam 1.600 miles, the 
estimated distance they must cover be¬ 
fore reaching their destination.

To Be Re-enforced. 

It Is expected that Admiral Calllard 
will be Joined en route by the torpedo 
cruiser Condor, which Is stationed In 
Cretan waters, and may be met by the 
torpedo dispatch boat Vautour, which 
Is stationed at Constantinople, It Is also 
probable that the armored cruiser Ad¬ 
miral Charner. which arrived at Port 
Said October 31. from the far East, 
is being held there In order to Join 
Admiral Calllard if needed. It is fur¬ 
ther reported that three other warships 
are held In readiness at Toulon to re¬ 
enforce him should their presence be 
necessary.

Movement of Italian Squadron. 

Dispatches from Rome assert that

TREASON AND SEDITION ACT. 


ITS PURPOSE EXPLAINED TO THE 
FILIPINOS 


BY VICE GOVERNOR WRIGHT. 


Manila, Nov. 3.—There was a public 
discussion before the Philippine Com¬ 
mission to-day of the draft of the act 
against treason and sedition. Many 
prominent Filipinos were present. Vice 
Gov. Wright explained the object of 
the bill, saying that the Spanish code 
was unsatisfactory. 

"There are a number of people living 
In the Philippines," remarked Mr. 
Wright, "who, so long as there Is no 
punishment for treason, will take ad¬ 
vantage of the fact to clog the wheels 
of the Insular government. It must not 
be overlooked that the turbulent spirit 
exists In the pacified provinces. The 
masses of the people are susceptible to 
Inflammatory utterances and liable to 
be Influenced by scheming demagogues. 
It would be Inexcusable weakness on 
the part of the commission to allow the 
people to be aroused to deeds of vio¬ 
lence who are now gradually drifting 
to the pursuits of peace. 

"The recent renewed attempts at in¬ 
surrection In the Island of Samar and 
the province of Batangas (Luzon), and 
at a few other points, due to noisy Fili¬ 
pino agitators, have caused a feeling of 
unrest In the minds of both Filipinos 
and Americans, and the effect of their 
continuance would l>e to make Impos¬ 
sible the very things these agitators 
claim they most desire. Such endeavors 
serve to recruit the ranks of the In¬ 
surgents and to postpone the era of 
good feeling and fellowship which must 
come. 

"No excuse exists for secret political 
organizations. Their Intent must be 
evil. No mait.r nbat may have been 
the opinions of the Filipinos regarding 
the sovereignty of the American Gov¬ 
ernment. the fact remains that the 
Americans are here, and moreover, that 
they Intend to stay."

PREACHERS TAKE A HAND. 

Thirty-one Pastors Scored Tammany 
Hall From Pulpit. 

New York. Nov. 3.—The feature of the 
local political campaign to-day was 
the active part taken In It by the pas¬ 
tors of the churches. Thirty-one pas¬ 
tors. clergymen and tw*o leaders of In¬ 
dependent church societies advertised 
themselves to speak on the Issues of the 
election, and all these clergymen took 
for their subjects the alleged malad¬ 
ministration of the present city officers.

J. V. Reed, one of the owners of the 
J. V. Reed & Co. printing establishment 
at 526 West Main street, estimates the 
loss caused by the fire yesterday morn¬ 
ing at 135.000. This represents the loss 
on the stock alone, and the damage to 
the building will bring the total to 
542,000 or 543,000. 

The blaze was discovered at 3:30 
o’clock. The firemen on watch at the 
Salvage corps building discovered It, 
and a moment later sounded the alarm. 
The run was short. The horses dashed 
up Market street to Fifth, In to Main 
and down to the middle of the block, 
where the printing establishment was 
on fire. 

It was burning fiercely and the whole 
building was a mass of flames. It was 
a three-story brick structure, filled with 
paper. Ink and printers’ supplies. The 
flames had already burst through the 
windows and the firemen saw that It 
would be Impossible to save the build¬ 
ing. 

On the left was the building of 
the Robinson-Pottet Drug Compa¬ 
ny. It looked as If It would 
catch and burn to the ground. Another 
alarm was turned In and all the fire 
engines In the central part of the city 
arrived In a few minutes. Upon the 
right was a three-story building, and 
the firemen had serious doubts as to 
their ability to save It. 

At 4 o’clock the rear wall of the Reed 
building tottered and fell. The noise 
was heard for blocks, and the persons 
who live In the neighborhood rushed 
from the buildings, believing that they 
felt the shock of an earthquake. Sparks 
and burning pieces of paper were car¬ 
ried high Into the air. The firemen 
climbed to the top of the buildings on 
either side, and a half dozen streams 
were turned upon the fire. After an 
hour’s stubborn fighting the flames died 
down. But the brick walls were white 
from the heat, and a few minutes later 
one of ‘them cracked and fell Into the 
ruins. 

At 6 o'clock the firemen had the blaze 
under control, and some of them left. 
The printing presses were masses of 
scrap iron. All of the building save 
the front wall had fallen, and the build¬ 
ing, with Its contents, was a total loss. 

By heroic work the firemen confined 
the blaze to the printing establishment, 
and the buildings on either side escaped 
unharmed. 

All of the employes, about sixty, left 
the building Saturday at noon, and the 
fire probably smoldered throughout the 
afternoon and night. 

The J V Reed & Co., printers, is 
one of the largest concerns of Its kind 
in the country. Their specialty Is the 
manufacture of tin tags and the print¬ 
ing of tobacco tags. 

The firm Is composed of J. V. Reed, 
of Jeffersonville, and J. S. Connor, of 
New Albany. It was organized about 
twenty-five years ago. Mr. Reed yes¬ 
terday afternoon said that his loss was 
about 136,000. He said that about 80 
per cent, of the loss was covered by in¬ 
surance. 

Mrs. Allen Houston owned the build¬ 
ing. Her h‘ss Is estimated at from 
55,000 to 57,500. _

RETURNS TO WORLD. 


Porter Used It As a Restaurant Dur¬ 
ing a Long Period of Litigation. 

New York. Nov. 3.—The Herald says: 
Rescued from Its unique position as a 
restaurant on a elding at Bright wood. 
Just outside of Sptf’.ngfleld. Mass., the 
hotel car Columbia is now in the Grand 
Central Station. Its vocation of Illus¬ 
trating the patents of the American 
Palace Car Company has been resumed, 
and Its three years of exile are at an 
end. 

Allen Dudley, the colored porter who 
utilized the car as a restaurant for h!s 
own gain for more than a year, >« now 
the chief factotum, with an assistant, 
and the possessor of 52,000 In cash as a 
reward for sticking to bis post when 
litigation among the members of the 
company put the car out of commis¬ 
sion. 

Its vicissitudes were resumed Tues¬ 
day. when a Deputy Sheriff served a 
I writ of attachment upon George H. 

1 Poor, the superintendent G f the com* 
j pany. In the station. It was a re¬ 
newal of the old litigation. George A. 
i Denham, president and general man¬ 
ager of the company, made arrange¬ 
ments to furnish bonds, and It was 
declared the car would be released this 
morning. 

When litigation freed the car Dud¬ 
ley wit* paid 12,000 In cash. With this 
I he visited the Buffalo Exposition and 
* his parents In Indianapolis, and now 
expects to study law during his spare 
time. 

For the car itself. It Is a complete 
hotel In miniature. At one end is a 
smoking-room, then the saloon, con¬ 
taining ten sections, and at the ortlur 
end the sideboard and the kitchen. The 
saloon Itself, however. Is the feature. 

By day it Is a drawing-room, vVlth 
twenty willow chairs scattered about 
It, and no sign of a sleeping berth. By 
night, upper and lower berths rise from 
a compartment under the floor pushed 
up by a mechanism of sprocket and 
cable drum, curtains ore hung, and In 
three minutes or less time the regula¬ 
tion sleeping car section, with ample 
room and spring beds. Is complete. The 
chairs are then stowed away beneath 
th** floor. 

It Is these patents that the com¬ 
pany, In which many wealthy New 
Yorkers are said to be Interested, has 
built the car to exemplify, and Dudley 
has returned from his term as exile 
and restaurant keeper to take charge 
of it.

CAPTIVE BRIGAND IN DESPAIR. 


Musolino Threatens To Kill Himself 
In Prison In Italy. 


Chicago, Nov. 3.—A Rome cable to 
the Chronicle says: Latest reports 

from the prison of Urblno say that the 
noted brigand, Joseph Musolino, Is ex¬ 
tremely downcast and rigid precautions 
are taken to prevent him from commit¬ 
ting suicide. 

The capture of Musolino was kept se¬ 
cret for a week or more by the Italian 
Government For three years hundreds 
of soldiers and police had been sent 
Into the province of Reggio with the 
object of catching Musolino and had 
fulled. It was some time, therefore, be¬ 
fore they could believe that the man 
who w’as caught so far away In the 
province of Pesaro could be the redoubt¬ 
able brigand himself. Brigadier Beilis, 
how’ever. and a Calabrian peasant 
named Crilll. who had twice been 
wounded by Musolino, were confronted 
with him and Identified lilin as the very 
man. 

SAFELY LANDED. 


NINE PERSONS HAVE PERILOUS 
TRIP THROUGH AIR 


IN A RUNAWAY BALLOON. 


After Being Blown Out On Ocean They 
Are Carried Back To Land By 
Favorable Breeze. 


San Francisco, Nov. 3.—The nine oc¬ 
cupants of the car of the balloon w’hJcb 
escaped from this city yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon returned safely to San Francis¬ 
co to-day. The balloon was landed 
near Fescadero, fifty miles from this 
city, and but a short distance from 
the ocean. The balloon was In the 
air nearly two hours, and at one time 
w’as out at eea, but was blown back 
over the land.

Rope Snapped. 


When the balloon broke Its bonds It 
sailed away in a southerly direction. 
South of Redwood City it struck an¬ 
other air current, which took it toward 
the ocean over the summit of the coast 
range. Nineteen miles from La Hon¬ 
da. and about six miles from Pescadero, 
lie® Beattie Thomson's place. Thom¬ 
son was up and out when the balloon 
came along by Wurrs Mill, and the 
grappllng-hook slipped through the 
trees and raked along brushy patched 
of ground. By this time much of the 
gaa had been let out of the balloon, 
and the power was weak. The rope 
that held snapped, and the captive be¬ 
came a runaway and was sweeping 
along the ground. When It came with¬ 
in Thomson's reach, he grasped It and 
bore down with all his weight. ThLs 
stopped the flight. Soon the balloon 
was brought to the ground, and the 
eight overjoyed persons and the aero¬ 
naut alighted and took supper with 
Thomsen. 

• • • 

A Perilous Trip. 


A. L Dodge, one of the passengers, 
describing the trip, said that the bal¬ 
loon first started toward Oakland, and 
after circling about for a time drifted 
southward and became stationary for 
a short period. Then. In response to a 
breeze from the eastward It sailed 
over the San Mateo Hills and stood 
far out over the ocean. The hearts 
of all of the occupants of the wicker 
cage were filled with fear as the pros¬ 
pect of being dumped into the ocean 
stared thvm In the face. Twice, accord¬ 
ing to Dodge’s story, the balloon dip¬ 
ped close to the surface of the water, 
but rose again each time to a consid¬ 
erable altitude. Finally a breeze from 
the sea caught the balloon and car¬ 
ried It back over the land, and, after 
dragging the cage through the tops of 
a grove of trees, landed it on a hill¬ 
side six miles from Pescadero. 

•‘It was a terrible experience,” said 
Dodge, "and I would not undergo the 
earne adventure again for any consid¬ 
eration. Everybody was more or less 
shaky, while the woman passenger and 
two or three men were so sick that 
they «nt in the bottom of the basket 
throughout the trip.”

New Apostolic Delegate To Philip¬ 
pines Issues Favorable Pastoral 
Letter To Cubans. 


Havana. Nov. 3.—Mgr. Donato Sbar- 
re’tl. whom the Pope has appointed 
apostolic delegate extraordinary to the 
Philippines, has issued a farewell pas¬ 
toral letter to the diocese of Havana, In 
the course of which he says: 

Some thought, when the church and 
State became separate, that the church 
had lost her Judicial personality; but the 
church Is n. society which Is perfect uml 
independent of the sovereign. On arriv¬ 
ing here 1 found that religious marriages 
were not recognized as legal. In my ef¬ 
forts to secure their legality 1 meet with 
smne opposition; but i received assistance 
In a quarter where l had leA*t expected 
to find It. The Intervening Government, 
Inspired by the principles of Justice, truth 
ami liberty. Issued a decree recognizing 
their validity. 

The retiring Bishop advises the found- 
lng of religious school* for children and 
the continuation of the Satui day schools 
now managed by the Cuban ladies. Re¬ 
ferring to the return by the State to 
the church of the property belonging to 
the latter. Mgr. Sbarrettl rays: "This

this Government Is seeking an oppor¬ 
tunity to destroy their Independence. 


Gov. Durbin's Decision. 

Winfield T. Durbin, Governor of In¬ 
diana, respectfully decline* to obey the 
Constitution of the United States. 

This Is the provision which he swore 
to support when he became Governor 
and which he now s< ti aaldv: 

"A person cha g«*d lit any State with 
treason, felony or other crime, who shall 
lice from Justice, nnd be found In another 
State, shall, on demand of thf Ex cut v«i 
authority of the Slate from Which hi* He.l, 
.be delivered up to t.»* removed to the 
’State having Jurisdiction of the c:ir.u. * 

William 8. Tuylor and Charles Fin¬ 
ley are charged by indictment in Ken¬ 
tucky with being accessory before the 
fact to the murder of William Goebel, 
which la a felony. They, fled to Indi¬ 
ana. and have been found there. Tl»c 
Executive anil- rh f lb ..t- >i 
Kentucky has demanded that they be 
delivered up to be removed to thia 
State which has Jurisdiction of the 
crime. The Governor cf Indiana hr a 
rrfused to deliver them up. 

This Is the whole case, so far as the 
cold low applicable Is Involved. The 
provision of the Constitution is 
mandatory. and Congress lias 
passed appropriate legislation to en¬ 
force It. Tlie Governor of a State to 
w hich a person charged with crime has 
fled Is not Invested with any Jurisdic¬ 
tion to decide whether the accused per¬ 
son Is guilty or Innocent. This Is a 
question for the tribunals of the State 
In which the crime is committed. The 
Governor of the State In which the ac¬ 
cused Is found Is limited in his author¬ 
ity by the mandate of the Constitution, 
lie may inquire whether the person 
whom he Is asked to deliver is charged 
with treason, felony or other crime, 
and that of course Involves the ques¬ 
tion of Identity, no may look to the 
demand for delivery to ascertain 
whether it emanates from the Exec¬ 
utive authority of the proper Stj/te. and 
whether It Is In accord with the Feder¬ 
al statute In such case made and pro¬ 
vided. If these questions he answered 
in the affirmative he has nothing to do. 
but to obey the Constitution, and to 
deliver up the person or persons whose 
removal for trial Is properly demanded. 
This Is all there Is to his duty In the 
premises, and he refuses to obey tlie 
Constitution. 

Gov. Durbin, however, says that he 
chooses to make use of his "discretion¬ 
ary power of refusal.” Where does he 
get that discretion? Certainly not from 
the Constitution. Tlu* maker**&f that 
instrument never Imagined that they 
were giving to the Governor of a State 
revisory powers over the laws, the 
courts or the Judicial proceedings of 
all the other States as a condition of 
the performance of the duty Imposed 
upon him. It Is the theory of the Con¬ 
stitution that all the States are equal. 
In fact. Section 1. Article IV. of the 
Constitution says expressly that "full 
faith and credit shall be given In each 
State to the public acts, records and 
judicial proceedings of every other 
State." Yet Gov. Durbin gives no faith 
to the Judicial proceedings of the State 
of Kentucky, but on the contrary con¬ 
stitutes himself an appellate court to 
revise them, and to point out his ob¬ 
jections to th^m. No more flagrant 
violation of the Federal Constitution, 
no grosser Insult to a sister State, no 
more inexcusable usurpation of Judicial 
authority In another State which he 
does not possess In his own. could be 
Imagined. Such action breathes the 
spirit of absolutism. It strikes down 
all the barriers which have been en- 
acted against the exorcise of arbitrary 
power. 

It is scarcely necessary to follow* Gov. 
Durbin through his review of the Pow¬ 
ers case since he has not the slightest 
authority to make it. If our Informa¬ 
tion Is correct he is not even a lawyer, 
much less a court of appeals. It Is not 
surprising, therefore, that he should set 
up judicial standards unknown to the 
laws of Kentucky, or any other State. 
The measure of his competence for the 
task that he Imposed on himself In 
making this review may Ik- Inferred 
from his argument that the reversal 
of cases by the Kentuck> Court of Ap¬ 
peals Indicates thnt the person* whoa* 
delivery was asked could not have u 
fair trial This prove* a gixul deal 
more than even the Governor of Indi¬ 
ana would be willing to admit As the 
Appellate Courts of the States and of 
the United State* are constantly re¬ 
versing cases, perhaps to the extent of 
abo4it half of thbse that com? before 
them, the same argument would prove 
that there Is no chance to get Justice 
anywhere In the United States In either 
State or Federal courts. On a legal 
mind the reversal would make precise¬ 
ly the contrary Impression. In trut*,, 
any right-thinking mar. would conclude 
from it that th*re is n«» danger nf a 
Judgment of conviction remaining un- 
n»versed unless all the requirements of 
the law* are fully met. By hla peculiar 
construction of a reversal Gov. Durbin 
lias shown his utter inability to grapple 
with the questions which, without le^nl 
authority, he has assuminJ to try In 
view or his bitter attacks on Kentucky 
courts It Is a fortunate 4*lrcum^tancc 
that he Is not Invested, ns h*- »e<-ms to 1 
Imagine, with authority to emulate and 
reverse the Judicial proceedings of all 
the Slates. 

The gist of all Gov. Durbin's charges 
against Kentucky courts Is that th«»y 
are controlled by partisanship H* ap¬ 
pears oblivious to Liu.- rolv that parti¬ 
sanship plays In hW own action. What 
It the roundstlon for the claim that 
he has a "discretionary power of re¬ 
fusal" io obey t;,< Constitution? Sim¬ 
ply that under the circumstance* th- ra 


Is no way to compel him to do right. 
Why Is there no such pow-er? A Gov¬ 
ernor may be Impeached for miscon¬ 
duct In office by the lower house of the 
Legislature and tried by the Senate. 
But the Indiana House of Representa¬ 
tives has a Republican majority of 
twenty-two, and tlie Senate a Repub¬ 
lican majority of sixteen. As Gov. 
Durbin's action Is Indorsed by the Re¬ 
publican organization of Indiana, the 
House will not Impeach him and if it 
did the Senate would not convict. Thus 
Intrenched behind a wall of partisan¬ 
ship at borne the Governor of Indluna 
devotes his leisure to railing at parti¬ 
sanship In Kentucky. Secure In the 
contempt of his party friends for the 
Constitution of the United States, hu 
disregards the amity which should ex¬ 
ist between equal States and boldly at¬ 
tacks the administration of justice In 
Kentucky as vitiated by partisanship, 
while affording In his own official ac- 
t*on an example of political prejudice 
which assails the very foundation of 
public Justice everywhere. 


The Yaqul Declaration. 

The Yaqul Junta have just favored the 
Courier-Journal with u document giv¬ 
ing their "Declaration of Intentions." 
signed by Romualdo Tenebanto. Evar- 
Isto Gutnmsoleo, Alejandro Plumo- 
1-lanco and several others. It I* al¬ 
ways diverting to hear from the Yaqul 
Junta, for they always have something 
to say, an*l say it picturesquely. And It 
has been nearly n year now since the 
Courier-Journal re4*eived a communica¬ 
tion from the Yaqul Junta. 

The Yaqul*. It may be recalled, are a 
tribe of Itidlun 9 who for some Mme have 
been In Insurrection In the mountains 
of Mexico. Only last week dispatches 
reported that Mexican troopers had 
rounded up some of the Yaqul war¬ 
rior* who wer» burning farms and 
stealing horses right and left. 8o It 
would seem that the Yuquls In the Held 
are ft III In operation, a* well us the 
Yaquls In the Junta. 

But to th® "Declaration" of the Ya¬ 
qul Junta. "The tendency of civiliza¬ 
tion," these gentlemen notify us, ' Is to 
make nations of continents since It Is 
as easy tc govern a continent in these 
days as n county one hundred years 
ago. Hence It is unjust that the people 
of North America should support three 
Governments when one is sufficient." 
Two of these Governments must go. the 
Junta tell us: 

"Two of the three Governments of 
North America exist under false pre¬ 
tense*. Their Constitutions. modeled 
after the Constitution of the United 
Slates, are mockeries used as cloaks to 
cover their tyrunny. They support them¬ 
selves by oppressing the weak and sub¬ 
missive. by destroying the brave and un¬ 
yielding. and by living upon the charity 
of the great republic from which they 
draw their revenues. It Is the duty of the 
United States to see that these mendi¬ 
cant and criminal governments cease 
to exist, since they have proven that 
they do not deserve to exist, and It Is the 
purpose of the Yaqul people to assist the 
United States In that duty." 

There Is a gieat deal In that short 
paragraph of Yaqul English. l4ere 
Mexico and Canada are ruled out as un¬ 
deserving of existence; the United 
States Is plainly told that Its duty Is to 
see that they cease to exist; while the 
purpose of the Yaquls to assist the 
United States in that duty is unequivo¬ 
cally set forth. Truly what other Junta 
ever put more In as brief a space? 

"All the minor causes which Justify 
the revolt of the Yaquls." it Is added, 
"are freely cast Into the great cause." 
The Yaquls are actuated by motive* 
not only of revenge for their own griev¬ 
ances against Mexico, but of desire for 
"the benefit of the entire continent." 

The Yaquls do not rest their case 
simply upon their notification of the 
United States of Its duty. They con¬ 
sent to touch upon the benefits to be 
derived from the performance of thut 
duty. "Only after annexation of Mex¬ 
ico to the United States." say the Junta, 
"will the control of the commerce of 
the sliver-using populations by the sil¬ 
ver-producing continent be possible. 
Therefore, the annexation of Mexico 
will bring about the triumphant free 
coinage of sliver as well as the con¬ 
trol of Panama by the United States, 
thus placing In ihe hands of the North 
American people the commerce of «he 
world." 

No doubt other sweeping resultR could 
be promised by the Junta, but they are 
not lavish of words, nnd It would prob¬ 
ably be unwise to ask us to grasp too 
much at once. There will be other doc¬ 
uments from the Junta. Tnls one con¬ 
cludes: 

"In return for the universal liberation 
that the Yaqul revolution inaugurate*, 
all the Yaquls expect is participation in 
the ensuing civilization and. recognizing 
the permanent Independence of Sonora 
as useless, they have combined with their 
watch-cry. 'Yaquls Must Survive.* the 
motto, ‘The Continent One Nation" " 

The Yaquls have spoken. Does Mex¬ 
ico, does Canada, doe* the United 
States understand 9 


"Let no yellow Journalism or blatant 
demagogues." said Senator Hanna in 
en Ohio speech the other day, "shake 
your Tilth in the condition* of this 
country to-day. us uffertlng those who 
have the responsibility. I am not going 
to retire from politics or public duty. 
1 have no Intention of resigning my 
chairmanship of the National Commit¬ 
tee." So we may go ahead and decide 
upon our I’hrlsimo* purchase*. Those 
who fenre-l thnt because Mr. Roosev It 
succeeded to the presidency Mr. Jlanna 
would relax his hold on the country 
and let It drop to smash, did that great 
man an Injustice. We have hi* own 
word for that now.

FOREST FIRE. 


Wood Township Near Bul¬ 
litt Line Suffers. 


FOUGHT FOR THREE NIGHTS. 


FINALLY SUBDUED BY THE 
RAIN OF YESTERDAY. 


LAWLESS ELEMENT PLUNDERS 


There was one section In the western 
part of Jefferson county, near the Bul¬ 
litt line, which welcomed the rain of 
yesterday as perhaps no other part of 
Kentucky did. Last Tuesday night one 
of the leading farmers of the Wood 
towmshlp community was awakened by 
a dense smoke. He Jumped from bed 
to find that the timber land to the oast 
was on fire. Calling to his ron, they 
watched the sky for a moment and dis¬ 
cussed how best to warn others In the 
neighborhood who might not have 
awakened. The boy’s pleadings <0 he 
allowred to make a hurried ride through 
the Immediate district were finally ac¬ 
ceded to. nnd in lea* than on hour 
twenty sturdy farmers were alive to 
the skuation and were hastening on 
horseback <0 the home of the youthful 
rider. 

There a council of action was held, 
resulting tn the determination to plow 
wide furrow* around the dwellings and 
outhouse*. Begun nt the home of the 
boy. the rising sun found the twenty 
farmers continuing the fight against 
the on-coming blaze. All through that 
day, the next night and day nnd until 
Friday this w'as kept up. At last the 
battle for home had been successful, 
but other parts of the farm had not 
fared so well. Fences and hay and 
straw stacks had been wiped out of the 
community by the fire. 

And to add to the Injury, a certain 
lawless element began a campaign of 
plunder. Many residences were robbed, 
while husbands, wive* and children 
were fighting the fire, and several head 
of stock, turned out by the burned 
fences, were driven away. 

These thieves not only did this, but 
added fuel to the flames wherever pos¬ 
sible, and frequently set fire afresh to 
the spot extinguished. 

The rain yesterday morning brought 
relief and allow'ed the farmers to turn 
their attention to those who helped 
to spread the fire. Two ringleaders 
were picked out during the week, and 
an appeal will be made to Judge Greg¬ 
ory for Judicial aid in the m?tter. A 
Uw and order league ivill be organized, 
and every effort made to rid the town¬ 
ship of the culprits. 

The forest tire which swept over the 
neighborhood started last Tuesday, it 
followed the smoking out of Lee*, the 
men engaged In the sport carelessly 
dropping the firebrands in the dead 
l»-avr« when night i^me on. A brisk 
wind did the rest, and underbrush, dry 
leaves, trees and fences were soon a 
mass of ilarnes. 

The farmers fought the fire bravely, 
and some of them did not sleep for 
thre4 nights while engaged in the un¬ 
equal contest. 

Two of the biggest losers are Mr. 
Philip Metz and Mr*. Hamplln. All 
their fence* were burned, nnd that por¬ 
tion of dielr stoek not stolen Is running 
wild. 

The total loss to the township will be 
several thousand dollar*. 

DESPERATE FIGHT 


BETWEEN THE BRITONS AND 
BOERS. LED BY BOTHA. 


ENGLISH COMMANDER KILLED. 


The British Troops Suffer Severe Loss 
and Many Burghers Are Slain. 


Pretoria. Nov. 3.—Further details 
have been received regarding the at¬ 
tack by the Boer* under Commandant 
Gen. IkujIs Botha last week upon CoL 
Benson’s column near Brakenlaagle, 
Eastern T**nnsvaaL It appears that 
Gen. Botha, who had been joined by 
another big commando aggregating u 
thousand men. attacked Cot Benson'* 
rear guurd October 30. on the march 
and captured two guns, but was unable 
to retain them. Col. Benson fell mor¬ 
tally wounded early In the fight. 

MaJ. Wools-Sampson took command, 
collec ted the convoy and took up a po¬ 
sition for defense about 500 yards from 
lutrenchments prepared by the Boer*. 
The captured guns were so situated 
thut neither side could touch them. 

The Boers made desperate efforts to 
overwhelm the whole British force, 
charging r^peat^dly right up to the 
British lines and being driven ba«-k 
each time ulth heavy loss. The de¬ 
fense was stubbornly and successfully 
maintained through the whole of th»* 
following day and the succeeding night, 
until CoL Barter, who had inarched all 
night from Bushman’s Kop. brought 
relief In the morning of November 1 . 
The Boer* then retired Th»dr losses 
are eeflmatetj as between 300 and 400. 

CoL Benson did not long survive Not 
only did Gen. Rotlta direct the attack, 
a* already cabled, but he personally 
shared in the fighting 


FOREST FIRES RAGE 

NEAR POPLAR BLUFF. MO. 


Tliousnuds of Cattle and Horses Are 
In Danger of Destruction. 


Poplar Bluff Mo.. Nov.3.—'The fierce** 
foreet fir*** since 1935 are raging a f*»w 
miles south of this city. The woods 
have been In flames for three days, and 
thousand* of cattle and horses are In 
danger. Farmers and stockmen have 
turned out cn masse to fight th* flames, 
hut they have made very 1 tth» prog- 
re*.« The fire will caus»» a famine for 
feed for cattle this winter on account 
of the drouth this summer cutting 
crop* short.

DEWEY A POPULAR FAVORITE 


Washington. Nov. 3.—The extraordl 
nary case of Schley has b*rn prac 
tlcally closed—"all except the shout 
Jug." as some one In the court¬ 
room said with reference to the final 
arguments. Wh*n the legal represents 
tlves of Admiral Schley and the Navy 
Department have finished telling Ad¬ 
miral Dewey and his two associate* 
what they regard as proved, pro and 
con, the court will begin Its secret s?s 
slons to review the testimony and pre¬ 
pare the report of Its findings and opltv- 
lona. The court has rented rooms for 
tbs purpose in the John R. McLean 
building, near Lafayette Square. Ad¬ 
miral Dewey Indicated yesterday w*hen 
he left the White House, after paying 
his reepects to President Roosevelt, that 
the court would express its opinion fully 
on every point in the precept, becuusc 
he thought the country was entitled to 
know* what the reasons for these opin¬ 
ions were. It is therefore unlikely that 
the court will make a report until sev¬ 
eral weeks after Us secret meetings be- 
gin. 

In the periud of more than six weeks 
that the court has been holding regular 
sessions some Interesting things have 
happened, tvhich, for one reason or an¬ 
other, have not found their way into 
the news reports of the Inquiry. One 
of the most striking things about the 
court's sessions w’as the preponderate 
of women spectators. They outnum 
bered the men five to one, and this is 
a very conservative estimate. They 
came every day that ihe court sat. and 
showed keen Interest In the proceed¬ 
ings 

"Are you for Sampson or Schley?’ 
was the way the dear creatures put it 
when *they met in the court room, for 
to most of them the inquiry was merely 
to dr-tcrmlne whether one or the other 
of these officials desired the credit for 
the victory over Cervera’s fle“t. But 
there were other women who came 
dally—s >me of them wives of naval of¬ 
ficers and some whose Interest dnl not 
arise from any connection with the 
service—who were familiar with the 
main points and could discuss Intelli¬ 
gently the Issues that had been brought 
up before the Inquiry b?gan and those 
that developed out of the evidence. 

« • • 

Ate Their Luuche* In Court Room. 

One of the Interesting things was 
the way the women spent the day 
luncheon hour, from 1 until 2 o’clock 
In the afternoon. In the first few days 
they found that the eating places n^ar 
the navy yard were not satisfactory. 
Thrn they began to bring lunches with 
them, and for an hour every day the 
court was In session the big court room 
had the appearance of a Sunday-school 
hall with a hie t'hurch sociable going 
on. And while they ate they talked 
about Sampson and Schley and the 
Schley Inquiry generally, discussing In¬ 
tricate legal points and the effect of the 
evidence in a most knowing way. Here 
Is an example of the lunch hour con¬ 
versation: 

"Well. It was only a reconnolssance, 
anyway." 

"Well, If It was only a reconnols- 
*ance. w'hat Is a reconnaissance?" 

"The Idea of asking one that! A 
reconnolssance U—why. It’s where you 
shout at something you don’t mean to 
•hoot at." 

"No. It isn’t, either; It's where you 
shoot at someth tig that’s too far away 
to hit."

They All Admire Dewey. 


The opinion of the women on the 
personal appearance and characteristics 
of person* connected with the Inquiry, 
particularly Judge Advocate Lcrnly. his 
assistant. Mr. Hunnu: Admiral Schley 
and his counsel. Mr. Rayner and Capt. 
Parker, usually corresponded to their 
view* os to the propriety or impropriety 
of Admiral Schley's conduct in the 
West Indian r.aval campaign. But thete 
never was any dispute among them 
over the appearance and ’the mann-r 
and bearing* of Admiral Dewey. Ills 
graoimtsnvsH and his courtesy won him 
the admiration of Ihe women, and. In 
fact, of everybody who <'aine to the 
court n set>*lon. His pleasant ways 
and his Informal, direct manner of 
transacting business did much to relieve 
th** tedium of the proceedings. 

Many an officer colled as a witness 
went out of the court room with his 
face wreathed iu smiles over »om<- kind¬ 
ly personal remark t>f the president of 
the court. When an officer bad finished 
giving his testimony he either bow*d or 
saluted before retiring. Admiral Dewey 
and his colleague always bowed in re 
turn, and Dewey usually added suavely: 
'Good-day.' 

Occasionally to some officer whose 
nu'Msajp** "Remember me to Mr*. 
Brown.” or It might be "Mrs. Jones." 
he w ould sjy, and the officer would !o »k 
a* pleased ns he did on the day he re¬ 
ceived hla first commission.

Is There a Roustabouts' Union? 

Paducah Hun: A secret organization 
among the negro roustabouts of the lead¬ 
ing river dt'es ha* long been suspect¬ 
ed by the proprietor* and officials of 
steamboats and packet companies. Every 
indication points to the existence of such 
an organization Undoubtedly there Is 
a "roustabout trust." but the headquar¬ 
ter* of the organization, its promoters 
ami officers hnve not been located. In 
the opinion of old and experienced river 
mt-n. sornefcody it* reaping a rich harvest 
from the ignorant members. For several 
years, at the opening of the bu*»y sea¬ 
son. the negroes have endeavored to make 
their own terms and to arrogantly dictate 
the condition* upon which the steamboats 
should operate. This aeason they hnve 
been more than ever unreasonable and 
extravagant in their demands, asking a 
price for their labor scarcely consistent 
with the profitable operation of many 
itoatfl plying the Mississippi Several »>f 
the local packet companies have be, n 
compelled from the preasure of business 
to come to their terms, and, and ure pay¬ 
ing a* high as $90 per month for roust a- 
bouts. 

The .same conditions obtain in New Or. 
leans. That there is direct communica¬ 
tion between Uie negroes of this city and 
N«-w Orleans Is shown by tlu* fact that 
the Memphis rouster* are apprised of the 
wages paid ln New Orleans in less than 
half an hour after a crew is shipped 
here, and their terms are made accord¬ 
ingly. When the N* w Orleans packets 
at the opening of the rice season wero 
compelled to |w»y $125 for rouater*, the 
fart was known to the local roustera be¬ 
fore it came to the knowledge of tho 
river men. 

The keepers of the low dives which ca¬ 
ter to the roustabout trade are believed 
by many to be largely responsible for 
these condition*. In these dives the ne¬ 
groes congregutr to dfsytpate and discuss 
the situation. They are encouraged by 
the keepers to hold out for extortionate 
wage*, the latter knowing that It will 
eventuaJly com* Into their coffers. Hun¬ 
dreds of able-lKHlied negro men, whoso 
ole capital is their health and strength 
nd earning rapacity, crowd these dlv,a. 
refusing employment a: wages commen¬ 
surate with their labor. The enforcement 
of the vagrancy law, If it doe# not make 
the rotzatera work for themselves, will at 
lea*? make many of them do some serv¬ 
ice foi the city or rid the city of their 
pres* nee.

ONMENT. 


ONE FIGHTS FOR ACQUITTAL 


All the Men Are Apparently Deter¬ 
mined and Jury May Finally 
» “Hang.” 


ANOTHER VOTE THIS MORNING. 


Georg© Hanlon’s fate el ill rests with 
the twelve Jurors, and apparently they 
are no nearer a verdict than they were 
on Saturday night. 

They took one ballot yesterday, and 
the vote was the same—eleven for con¬ 
viction and one for acquittal. 

Yesterday was a quiet day for the 
Juror*. They were tired from the long 
41scuseli*ns and the excitement of Sat¬ 
urday night, and at midnight most of 
them were Asleep. They occupy rooms 
on the second floor of the Willard Ho. 
lei Deputy Sheriff Frank Carroll 
guards the door and attends to their 
(’ants. Most of them arose about 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. At 11 
o'clock one of them told the officer to 
step Into the hall, that they wanted to 
take another ballot. Fifteen minutes 
later they summoned him. The twelve 
men were disappointed. Each voted as 
he did on Saturday night, and no ver¬ 
dict was returned. The Inclement 
weather made their rooms more cheer¬ 
ful, and the Jurors expressed no desire 
to leave the hotel. 

And while the twelve men were cast¬ 
ing their votes Hanlon sat in the 
county Jail playing solltstire. Not since 
his arrest hits he been more uncon¬ 
cerned. Not once did he intimate that 
he would like to know what the Jurors 
were doing. He spent the day alone. 
None of his relatives, friends or attor¬ 
neys called. And not onoe did he sum¬ 
mon a turnkey to aBk if a verdict had 
been reached. 

Hand on Is considered the most re- 
ynorkatito prisoner ever confined In the 
county Jail. Since the night of his ar¬ 
rest he has declared, whenever ap¬ 
proached. that he was innocent and 
would be acquitted. He haa never 
shown a particle of fear. When the 
most damaging testimony of the Com¬ 
monwealth was Introduced he sat like 
a statu** or calmly chewed a cigar. 
And when he reached the Jail he threw 
himself upon his bed and In a few min¬ 
utes was fast asleep. He J declined tt» 
prees an opinion yesterday afternoon 
upon his fate. "1 have nothing to 
say,” he said firmly, and no amount of 
questioning brought another answer. 

The Jury will again be taken before 
Judge Barker at 10 o’clock this morn¬ 
ing. 

Late last night It was said that the 
eleven Jurors who had been holding out 
for the death penalty were willing to 
compromise upon a life sentence. The 
man who favored acquittal remained 
obdurate, however, and refused to com¬ 
promise. It Is now believed that the 
twelve men will be unable to reach a 
verdict, and that they will be dis¬ 
missed.

An effort Is being made by the au¬ 
thorities of Indiana to stock th© field* 
and forest* of that State with Mongol¬ 
ian pheasants, said to be the finest 
gjime bird In existence. This species 
of gam© thrives admirably In Southern 
Indiana, and, as it la very prolific, 
within a few years It is expected that 
pheasantn will be nearly ns plentiful as 
quail. 

Nearly two years ago. In the spring 
of 1900, one pair each of these birds 
was * nt to the lute Joslah Gwin, of 
New Albany; MaJ. Pfrimmer, of 
Breckinridge. Hnrrlson county, and to 
a fanner llvlrg noar Salem, Washing¬ 
ton county, \vh«>se name cannot be re¬ 
called, In addition, pairs \v«r© sent to 
the ether Southern Indiana counties. 
The «»nes sent to Mr. Gwin hatched a 
number of young the ram© **a:»on. and 
these, a* soon as they weic sufficiently 
large to shift fur them** Ives, were 
turned loot© on his place on the Silver 
Hills, w .«t of the city. They cam • 
about the house like the other fowls, 
hut ma le n*?ts In the undergrowth not 
far distant, and have raleed a number 
of young birds during the season. Maj. 
Pfrimmer had excellent success with 
the pair left him. and now has several 
large covics on his farm, while those 


sent to Washington county, under 
more favorable* surroundings, have In¬ 
creased amazingly. A short lime ago 
Charles E. Crecellua, an enthusiastic 
sportsman of N* w Albany, received 
from Z. T. Sweeney, of Columbus, the 
Fl r h and Gam* Com miss loner for Indi¬ 
ana, a pair of birds of this species, 
which he will turn loose In the woods 
near New Albany us soon as they have 
reared one hatching of young birds. 
They are described as bejitig about th^ 
size of nn extra large Bantam chicken, 
the cock b Ing a beautiful plumuged 
bird. Th© birds are as hardy as the 
quail, and as well able to take care < f 
themselves. 

In order to protect this valuable spe- 
cles of game th* Indiana Legislature 
enacted a law, approved March 11. 
1901. providing an follows "Whoever 
fhools or destroys, or pursues for. the 
purpos© «*f shooting or destroying, or 
has Hi his or her possession, dead or 
alive, except for breeding purposes, 
any wild deer, buck, d->? or fawn, wild 
turkey, or any ring-nocked pheasant. 
English pheasant. Mongolian pheasant, 
green Japanese pheasant, copper phea¬ 
sant. silver pheasant, golden pheasant, 
or pheasant of any species or kind, 
shall be deemed guilty of a mlsde- 
meaner ond fined not less than $]jt) nor 
more than $2U0 for each uffense. to 
which may b© added Imprisonment in 
the county Jail for any period not to si¬ 
cced thirty days.”

Dr. Smith Frenches a 
Strong Sermon. 


AN APPEAL TO CITIZENS. 


HOW CAN CITY BE CLEARED OF 
CRIMINALS? 


PLACES THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


Preachers. Lawyers, Judges and Pub¬ 
lic Officers Are Blamed For 
Present Conditions. 


ARE AFRAID TO SPEAK OUT. 


The Rev. J. Kinsey Smith. D. D.. 
pastor of the Fourth-avenue Presby¬ 
terian church, delivered a sledge-ham¬ 
mer sermon last night In answer to the 
question: “How Shall We Rescue Our 
City From the Rule of the Criminal 
Classes?” 

The sermon grew out of the great Im¬ 
pression made by Dr. Smith’s sermon 
of the week before on the subject of 
’’Crime ond Criminals,” which haa been 
more widely talked of than other utter¬ 
ance from a Louisville pulpit In a long 
time. 

Dr. Smith spoke to a large congrega¬ 
tion last night, his auditors giving him 
a close and concentrated hearing. His 
text was from the fifty-eighth chapter 
of Isaiah and the first verse: ”Cry 
aloud and spare not; lift up thy voice 
like a trumpet and show my people 
their transgressions and the house of 
Jacob their sins.” Dr. Smith said: 

The Old Testament prophet wits both 
realist and Idealist. H© was an idealist 
In hi* relation to the future. The bet¬ 
ter tlrrn* was surely coming—the dawn of a 
gulden day when we would b© emanci¬ 
pated from force and fraud, and humitn 
wickedness would b© robed In the majesty 
of righteous law and In the beauty of 
divine peace But If th© prophet looked 
toward the future with hopeful expectan¬ 
cy and was an optimist and a poet, when 
h© regarded his own time and the actual 
world around him, ho found no place 
fur soft speeches and fine words. His 
relation to his own time wa* nearly al¬ 
ways hostile und Iconoclastic He was a 
voice crying In the wilderness. He was 
a fierce satirist, a sharp-tongued critic, 
a .remorselens Judge, a strong-handed 
smiter of wrong, a man who made stern 
war on th© complacencies and compro¬ 
mise* of smug priests and hireling proph¬ 
ets. as well as upon the vie© and crime 
of the godless multitude. The prophetic 
spirit ds needed as much in our time as 
hi Elijah's or Isaiah’s or John the Bap. 
11st’*. The tendency of all religion ia 
to settle Into formalism and compromise. 
Tlie pulpit in a peaceful, uncontroverslal, 
well-mannered age like ours, is In dan¬ 
ger of becoming too polite and senti¬ 
mental. Ministers content themselves too 
often with preaching Into the air, and 
with saying nice things to their fash¬ 
ionable, fastidious congregations. What 
is needed to-dny In our pulpits is a more 
frank and fearless looking at th© facts 
of life and more honesty and plaJn-spok- 
©nness In dealing with them.

INDIANA FIELDS TO BE STOCKED 

WITH MONGOLIAN PHEASANTS 

Birds Multiply Rapidly and It Is Predicted Thai They 
Will Become As Plentiful As Quail. 


Th© community can hold them in check 
If It wills. When it does not so will. It Is 
always neoause there is some sort of col¬ 
lusion between It and th© criminal classes. 

Now. how can we remedy this civic d.s- 
ordrr? How ran the honest men, the Un¬ 
abiding. God-fearing men In this city get 
on top again, if they ever were on top. 
Which seerns doubtful, and hold the crim¬ 
inal* safely under? 

Let me begin with the place both of 
greatest weakness and power In any com¬ 
munity—t he pulpit. It i» the business of 
the pulpit to speak out sternly and fear¬ 
lessly ngalnst wickedness, whether It 1* 
in the Individual or the community. 

My recent experience hns taught me 
that the pulpit may he mode a great pow¬ 
er for civic righteousness In the com¬ 
munity if u is employed in the right way. 
I behove the pulpit has been too timid, 
too silent, too fastidious In these matters 
of great burning, public Interest. I do not 
accuse my brethren of the ministry—I Ao 
not Judge them—but l do accuse myself 
for not having spoken out sooner than I 
have. I believe if the mlnMera of the 
Louisville pulpits would take up this crim¬ 
inal question and deal with It In the way 
that the old prophets d’d. and. Itke Israel, 
cry aloud and spar© not. there would be 
a mighty revival of public sentiment and 
a vast and salutary* change In th© moral 
condition of our city’s affairs. Then after 
th© pulpits the Christian people mus-t 
wake up. What the Christian people of 
this community need Is more faith In th© 
law of rlghteouanes*. W© seem to fe©l 
that our God is asleep, or doesn’t care, or 
has moved out of Ix>uir*vl1!e entirely. You 
constantly hear men • ay ing: ”It*s no use; 
you can do nothing: things won’t get 
any better for nil your preaching and 
praying and fussing about It.” No th ngs 
never do get anv better In communities 
where such timid, faltering, backsliding 
Christ Ians live. CommunitUM only become 
better where men r{t«e up in the might of 
faith and duty and determination nnd 
make them better. And Ju*t whenever the 
Christian people of this city take time 
from their business and pleasures and 
fashionable fooleries and make-bellwe 
Christianity to face this problem of crime 
with vigor and earnestness, then the ras¬ 
cals will be put to th© run. and th£y will 
not stop running until they land In prison 
or go back to the devil, whence ther 
came.

Duty of Business Men. 


Then may l say frankly In this my 
frank talk to you to-night that we 
need more courage, more Main *tre«t man¬ 
liness In dur business men to come out In 
the open and fight the lawlessness of this 
c.iy. You aie too much afraid of your 
dollars. You are not enough afraid of that 
great day when your dollars won’t count. 

How many of you are willing to go 
Into a court of law and testify against 
gamblers and murderem and saloonkeep¬ 
ers? Oh. you frar you might lore some 
of your trade. What is your manhood 
worth, not to speak of your Christianity, 
If you have any. If It can’t stand the loss 
of a few dollars for righteousness’ Mtke? 
Come out Into th© open and light a good, 
square battle against the organized dev.l- 
try flaunting Itself around you, and see 
whether youi s©lf-re*pcet doesn’t deepen 
nnd your neghbors. even th© criminals 
themselves, regard you w;th a new re¬ 
spect. On© hundred reputable business 
men in Ijoutsvllle, If they got together, 
stayed together long enough, and *a!d out 
loud enough for all the city to hear them, 
"the scoundrels shall no longer rule this 
cit>," could rout these hosts of darkness 
In less than a year. And this leads me 
to say further that w© very much need a 
civic league In Louisville such as they 
have In other cities. If the policemen 
of this city can’t protect us from the 
prevalent epidemic nf vice and crime; If 
the Mayor of this cKy and the Boatd of 
Public Safety and the Board of Aldermen 
can’t protect us; If th© courts of law 
and the unused gallows can’t protect us. 
then w© ought to organize some society 
whose object shall be practically to take 
these grave matters Into consideration and 
peacefully and lawfully to remedy them 
Remember, 1 do not countenance force or 
lawlessness.

Saloons Should Close. 


Nothing hxa convinced m© more forcibly 
of ih© truth of this than the response 
which this public haa given to my ser¬ 
mon on "Crime and Criminals.” delivered 
lust Sunday night. 1 have heard more 
from that one sermon than all the other 
sermons J have preached the last five 
year* In this city, M>n and worn# n of 
nil c.usipes have thanked m© for it and 
have asked me to continue In this cru¬ 
sade against wlekedn's* In this commit, 
nlty. In answer to that request 1 have 
felt It my Juty to r.inkt* at least this 
one more- utterance on th© subj©ct which 
is stirring all honest hearts 1 have been 
asked whether 1 could not have been mis¬ 
taken In the r.wful array of statistics 
which I gave In that sermon concerning 
the crime of murder in Ixmlsville i an¬ 
swer that those who doubt the’ figures 
for this city can easily verify them by 
consulting the criminal docket of our 
courts. The comparative statistics be¬ 
tween Ijoulsville and London and between 
Kentucky nnd Great Britain I cannot give 
with exactness, but th© statement bs 
broadly given last Sunday night Is true. 
Let mt add, to give support to those 
first statements, another which is also 
authentic: Three year* ago the entire 
number of murdsrs In the Dominion of 
Canada, wdth over five millions of pupu. 
Jatlon. was Just six. In Louisville, W |th 
two hundred thousand, it wbm twenty- 
e'ght—almost five tlnu** as great In mere 
numbers, ajid In proportion to th© popu¬ 
lation more than one hundred times us 
great. That Is. to say, Canada, with Its 
five millions of people, In order lo keep 
^ace with the murderous activity of 
.x>uisvil1e, ought to have produced seven 
hundred murders. I think if I were a 
*.oyul Canadian subject T would think sev¬ 
en! t’mes more than twice before ( con- 
sente-l tc federate my law-abiding little 
country with a nation which gave such 
r©ln and license to crime us doea this 
big conceited half-cllvllztd democracy of 
America.

Who Are the Criminal ClnsaesP 

Rut my main object to-night Is not to 
Indulge further In these terrible statis !c*. 
but to point out to you plainly your duty 
In the face of these frightful facts. 

How *ball we rescue our city frem the 
rule of the criminal dosses? How shall 
we rise above the dominion of gamblers 
and prostitutes and murderers, and tho*r 
miscreant* who prey upon *ocjety7 

I vet us ask first who ur© the' criminal 
classes? In point of law these arc con¬ 
stituted only of these who actually break 
the law. In fuel, they ar© mad up of a 1 
tho*c who e.rher directly or Indirectly 
minister to crime. Let nn sp«ak plainly 
Looking at thta matter In the light of 
th© higher ethics of the RJhl©, oi con¬ 
science. 1 say that before God they are 
true criminals who permit or produce 
•Tim© a* really a * they who commit It. 
And, therefore, every fa loon keener who 
tn ikes a man drunk, who. In his dninUm- 
n*ns commits « crime; every policeman 
who winks at vice and permits it to go 
unmolested; every Jury which leans to j 
leniency when it ought to lean to Jus- 
lice; every lawyer who fill* hi* dirty 
pockets w\th the gains he Iw* wrung from 
protecied scoundrels and murderers; 
every Juda© or magistral© who balks th© 
©nd- of Justice and cheat* the vacant and 
hungry gallows by pulling wide open th© 
nvshte of th© law with hi* technical 
pincers; ©very citizen who keep* silent 
when he ought to six*ak out; ©vtr\ citi¬ 
zen who votes for wvak or worthless men. 
or full* to vote for good men of any party, 
and lamiy anv minister of th© go*p©l who 
fail* to »t*'*ak ou»t in rebuke of th© sin* 
of hi# peopl© of his ag.—each of th©s» an.]

The Remedy. 

But how shall w© Hd th© community of 
criminal rule? Now this I* not asking 
how tv© shall get rid of the criminal da**, 
but only how* shall w© get rid of their 
rule. We shalt never become altogether 
rid of criminals. As long as man con¬ 
tinues to be a depraved being and society 
I* organized upon the evil foundation* of 
human Instead of divine law, the seeds of 
wrong doing will Ldoaeom out Into the 
poisonous fruit of crime. But no civilized 
community Is under the necessity of yield¬ 
ing to the domination of Its criminal c.los*. 


You cannot oust the devil with hi* own 
weapons. But w© could through such an 
organization cultivate In the public mind 
a new sense of Justice. We could over¬ 
look and review the acta of criminals 
and the treatment they receive from the 
taw, and out of this surveillance and vig¬ 
ilance surely would grow som© gretU 
good. We ought aiso to demand that 
the saloons of this clly ©hall be weeded 
out, and that some lawyer or Jurtat shall 
be found smart enough to Interpret the 
laws of the State and city accord.ng to 
tholr plain meaning, and that la In favor 
of u closed or quiet Sunday. Who gives 
permission, 1 should Ilk© to know, to 
then* horrible dives and hell-dens of 
drink and perdition which infest our 
city? And flat sort of m©n are they 
who license such hole* of madness and 
murder? 1 verily believe if the L>evll 
himself In horns and hoofs and tall were 
t.o apply for a lic©n*e to sell whisk> In 
this city he could get it. Our women, too, 
ought to wake up and do something to 
l©*#en this tutturnalia of wlckedne©©. Are 
thev so wedded to their gowns and jew¬ 
el*. tlwdr cards and reception* and dances, 
that they have no time nor thought to 
give to tho fearful tragedies of lust and 
ruin and death which fill the hideous 
singe of our public life? Awake, ye soul¬ 
less women, or the I-ord will send tome 
rough Judgment which will fill your 
hearts with terror and ruin your dearest 
hopes. I understand that our good wom¬ 
en of the Emergency Club are thinking 
of calling u public meeting to protest 
against Mormowom. I would respectfully 
suggest hat they begin rhelr reform near¬ 
er at home and summon their sisters and 
the public to a mass-meeting In the In- 
t©rests of saf©ty and decency in our own 
city.

tb© law am! under the Judgment of the 
civilized world this fearful epidemic of 
Iniquity, which God knows haa ruled us 
long enougti, but now If w© say ©o and 
mean It, shall forever close.

Evidences of Improvement?" 

At Broadway M. E. church, South, the 
pastor. Rev. Felix R. Hill, D. IX. preached 
at 7:39 p. in., from Psalm 4. verse 6— 
"There be many that say who will show 
ua any good?” 

As it wa» in David’s time, so ia It In 
our day; “there b© many” who are e\er 
ready to say, "show us any goad?’* pc- 
spk© th© roll of th© ages, pessimists are 
very* numerous in this world of ours. 
Tney a © nothing good in Providence, In 
nature. In human society, or In th© 
church. They do not sec that the world 
Improves, and a* they will not s e ll, 
and cannot ae© l*» they have good reason 
for su#i«ot!tig that ihtre Is someth t g 
morally *t fault with themselvev 

And there nr© other men, wuo, though 
they are honest and true, have persuad¬ 
ed th'inselves that ours is an evil time, 
and are apprehensive that everything I* 
going to th* Lad. There are eornest men 
who ar© discouraged because thGr fnltn- 
ful effona hav© seemed fruitless for good. 
They fe-1 that tnelr life-work Is alrmsc 
In vain—they have arrested no gnat thi¬ 
ef iniquity, they hnv© righted no wrong, 
nnd the dark places cf vice and |gno ance 
seem to l>© more numerous than ever be¬ 
fore. Though almost d'.Khcnrtened. they 
still go on with ihelr work, but with lit¬ 
tle hop* of success, and seeing only tre 
imaginary suadow* that brood ov*r the 
future. To help such in©n as the*©, nnd 
to stir them and ourselves to cheerful- 
ners. to hop© and to nobler endeavor for 
the right, it is well one© In a while to 
not© the Indications of progress and ev¬ 
idenced of Improvement.

The veree which immediately precedes 


our text is. In itself, a capital exhortation:

Then, let us be 
uf good oncer, lxt us not b© down-heart¬ 
ed. or "weary in well doing." It onlv re¬ 
mains for us to conscientiously and faith¬ 
fully "offer the sacrifices or righteous¬ 
ness."

RIDING'SCHOOL 


WILL BE PROMOTED AT MEET¬ 
ING AT GALT HOUSE. 

--- / 

Society Girls nnd Women Are Taking 
a Deep Interest In the School. 


A public meeting will be held at the 
Galt House to-morrow at 12 o’clock 
for the purpose of establishing the Lou¬ 
isville Riding Academy. Manager Coop¬ 
er will be prepared to accommodate a 
large crowd in the hotel parlors. The 
meeting was called by the Executive 
Committee of the Louisville Horse Show 
Association In response to a petition 
to the members of the association ask¬ 
ing them to pr wide the building and 
to take supervlson over the academy. 
The meeting was called at the sugges¬ 
tion of Mrs. AttUla Cox. 8r.. Mrs. Q. 
D. Vaughan nnd Mrs. Charles Gheens, 
and the Invitation to the public who 
may b© Interested. All who wish to 
fake riding lessons or who are willing 
to encourage the academy are asked 
to meet with the members of the as¬ 
sociation and discuss plans for a perma¬ 
nent institution. 

The petition to the members of the 
association has about sixty signers. 
They argree to take three months' tui¬ 
tion at 310 a month, including the use 
of horse and equipment, or half that 
sum when a member provides his own 
horse and equipment. There are to be 
three lessons a week, of an hour each, 
under a competent riding master. Fol¬ 
lowing the public meeting, the directors 
of th© association will come together, 
and If there are enough subscribers to 
guarantee the expense, in ail probability 
they will ugree to take charge of the 
academy and open It at once. It is 
estimated that It will require about $500 
a month to run the academy. 

In a casual discussion of tho subject 
Gen. John B. Cnstleman. president of 
th© Louisville Horse Show Association, 
said: 

"The association is willing to encour¬ 
age anything calculated to develop the 
Interest Jn horses. Th© association has 
already accomplished much in that di¬ 
rection. A tiding school is In the line 
of our work, and the deep interest gen¬ 
erally felt In riding is no doubt th© In¬ 
direct result of two successful shows, 
made possible through the generous pa¬ 
tronage of the Louisville people. A 
riding academy, conducted on broad 
lines, can be made to be of much pub¬ 
lic benefit. The course of Instruction 
may take a very wide ring©. Not only 
may the boy* nnd girls and men and 
women—old and young—learn to govern 
their horses and maintain their seats 
gificefully, but they may take lessons 
In driving, harnessing nnd bitting their 
horses and In selecting their outfits so 
as to preserve harmony and to allow 
their horses the greatest freedom of 
movement. The school, however. In th© 
outset will be confined to horseback 
riding. Those who already know how 
to ride will take lessons In poking or 
In Jumping If they wish.”

AttUla 
Cox. Sr.. Mortis Belknap, Sum Hen¬ 
ning and Geo. VV. Norton Thr active 
promoters, howover, nr© the first ond 
second-y©ar girls. Misses Mildred 
Vaughan. Kotherlnc C**x. Edith Nor¬ 
ton.

On the way to the prison In the cus¬ 
tody of Deputy Marshal Silas Anderson. 
Ryan made a confession which fairly 
tcok the officer off his feet. Ryan said 
that a« he was about to be placed in 
prison he would not mind unburdening 
himself to the officer. He then told the 
Deputy Marshal that he was one of the 
four men who entered the Manchester 
Bank a few' weeks ago, blew the safe 
and stole about $5,000. The other two 
prisoners, he said, were also Implicated 
In the robbery. He told all details of 
the wrecking of the bank safe. 

The explosion following the wrecking 
of the vault >vns of such force that It 
Jarred neighboring buildings and an 
alarm was given through the telephone 
office. In a few minutes a posse was In 
pursuit of the robbers. A running fight 
with officers at Tullahuma. u f ho had 
been notified, resulted. One of the men 
stumbled, fell and was captured. The 
man whom the officers arrested drop¬ 
ped the money, and It was recovered. 

According to the story of Ryan he 
came to Nashvlll** and appeared at the 
City Hospital to have a wound dressed. 
He had been shot in the leg by the 
posse following the bank robbery. After 
his recovery Ryan, along with two 
companions, Gorman and Duckett, 
were arrested for the post-office Job. 
All three of the men are now' In the 
penitentiary. 

John Doe. the man arrested on the 
night of the robbery by the Tennessee 
officers, was given a penitentiary sen¬ 
tence In the Coffee County Circuit 
Court. 

Mule Killed By a Train. 

Chattanooga. Tenn.. Nov. 3.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Ben Tidmore, a deaf and dumb 
while hoy. w as run over and killed by 
a north-bound Alabama Great Southern 
•traJln several miles south of Chatta¬ 
nooga to-day. The engineer tried to 
warn him, nnd. falling, attempted to 
atop the train, but it was too late.

Wny Home To Claim a Fortune. 


THE DESPERATE DEED 

OF A NEGRO IN VIRGINIA. 


Kills Two Mr n and Seriously Wounds 
Two Others At a Political 
Meeting. 


Roanoke. Va.. Nov. 3.—Meager de¬ 
tails were received here to-day from 
the little town of Ferrum. Va, about 
thirty miles from Roanoke on the Ro¬ 
anoke and Southern railroad, of a trag¬ 
edy at that place last night. A negro 
named William Hale took exception to 
some remarks made by a white man at 
a political meet ing and. leaving the hall, 
went to his home where he armed hlm- 
s*e!f with a double-barreled shotgun, 
loaded with buckshot. He returned to 
the place where the speaking was be¬ 
ing held and tired both barrels Into the 
crowd. A white man named Ronlnett. 
who was the village blacksmith, was 
killed instantly and John Thomas (col¬ 
ored) received wounds from which he 
died shortly afterward. Two other 
men, both white, but whose names are 
not known, were seriously and proba¬ 
bly fatally wounded. 

Hale made his escape and has not 
been captured, though the country is 
being scoured for miles around by In¬ 
dignant citizens. Bloodhounds were 
sent to the .scene this morning. There 
are no trains on the Itoanoke and 
Southern road on Sunday and the tele¬ 
graph office is closed. Hale Is said to 
be a desperate character. 


Leg Cut Off By a Train.

—While attempting to board a moving 
train last night Ralph Hill fell beneath 
the wheels and had his right leg cut 
off at the knee. HIM belongs to a 
wealthy family In Frankton. Ind. 


A goodly part of that part of lire 
world ruled by the “Sick Man of the 
East” was in Louisville last night for 
nn hour or more, and he waa “looked 
up to** as If he were the King of En¬ 
gland. He claimed- to be the tallest 
man In the tvorld. and when the crowd 
at Seelbach’a measured him they were 
willing to wager that there w r ere fa v 
men living who could stand fiat-fo^i ! 
and part his hYlr In the middle. 

This subject of the Sultan stood eight 
feet two Inches In his stocking f* t, 
and wore a turban nearly twelve Inches 
high. By his side an ordinary mau 
would have looked like a dwarf. His 
feet looked like gondola cars and his 
hands resembled good-sized Kentucky 
hams. He wore No. 24 shoes, and the 
laces in them were large enough to use 
In a Southern lynching bee. The gi¬ 
ant's name was almost as tong as hi* 
body, but for short he called hlmr If 
Abld. He came from Constantinople, 
und had been with a circus all summer. 
He stopped over for an hour, and 
walked about the hotel to stretch him- 
«elf. as he ex incased It. The crowd at 
Heel-bach's commented on his size, and 
some seemed to doubt his word when 
he said he was over eight feet. A 
handy tape line bore out his statement. 
Then he staitled everybody by saying 
that his father, who recently died, was 
two and a half inches taller than he. 
Abld has Just fallen heir to a comfort¬ 
able fortune In Turkey, and he Is on 
his way back home to claim It. 

He is good-natured, and speaks fairly 
good English. He Is raw-boned, but 
muscular, and seems to enjoy the at¬ 
tention he attracts. During a convert, 
lion la^t night, he *nld he came from 
a race of giant*, and that no mem¬ 
ber of his family waa under seven feet, 
but he admitted to being the tallest 
now living. He was in a particularly 
happy frame of mind last night, as he 
was In a poker party coining up from 
Memphis and got all the money.

STRIKERS BELIEVE 

THEY WILL WIN. 


A T the Warren Memorial church 
last evening Dr. Hoge preached 
the third sermon In the series, 
“Great Sayings of Great Men.” 
The text was Exodus xxxlii.. 15: “And 
lie said unto H*»tn: ‘If Thy presence go 
not with me, carry us not up hence/’ a 
saying of “Moses, the Lawgiver.** 

Dr Hoge said In part: “Without 
question Moses was the greatest man 
of men. always excepting Him who was 
more than mnn. Born !n a lowly state, 
h* ’vds vet brought Into the palace of 
the King and given a princely position. 
Upon this he turned his bn.ck, gave up 
the prospects of power and cast his lot 
with the people of God. In such a man 
we would expect to find a soul who 
overcomes everything by an Indom¬ 
itable will. But there Is no pride here. 

| On the contrary, there Is a note of hu- 
tnii.ty ‘If Thy presence go not up with 
l me, carry ub not up hence/ 

“The note of dependence which we 
here find Is a note of power, and is the 
| secret of Moses' greatness. It is nl- 
I ways wise for a man to know hi* llm- 
I Rations. Man’s physical superiority to 


the animals lies in his recognising his 
own physical weakness and preparing 
weapons with which to slay them In an 
otherwise uneven light. Man's greatest 
advance* have resulted from a frank 
recognition of h’s own limitations, and 
in his conscious weakness he has linked 
himself with the power of steam of 
water and all the other forces cf nature. 
Advance In the spiritual life Is made 
along the same paLh. ‘When I am 
weak, then am I strong,* Is the *xpres- 
slon of religious genius. *God and one 
still mak** a majority.* 

“This lesson comes most closely home 
to us In our Individual life. Some of 
you young men have rome from homes 
In the country to work out a career In 
the city.

T HE Rev, Dr. W. A. Robinson, of 
Cincinnati, O.. spoke at the 
Trinity Methodist church yes¬ 
terday morning from the text. 
“I have-trodden the winepress alone,’* 
Isaiah IxxilL. X He first spoke of the 
great peculiarity of the prophet Isaiah, 
who had such confidence In his visions 
tl at he announced the great truths as 
though they had already taken place. 
The text chosen, he said, was a good 
example of his style. The figure of the 
text he described as unique and singu¬ 
lar. the winepress, the grapes brought 
from all parts of the vineyard and cast 
In. the men crushing them with their 
feet, their stained garments—all having 
a peculiar force. 

He said that Christ was alone In the 
sense of not being understood, many 
persons misinterpreting His motives, 
and the Jewish church not understand¬ 
ing Him at all. Dr. Robinson said that 
the chief question was. did Jesus un¬ 
derstand Himself? Was He moved by a 
Mind obedience or did He really under¬ 
stand that he was the Son of the Liv¬ 
ing God? He said that some writers 
claimed that Christ did not realise His 
greatness until His baptism when the 


Holy Ghost descended like a dove; 
after that the temptation to form a 
great earthly kingdom came. The 
speaker gave ns his opinion that while 
a child of an earthly king might run 
through his father’s marble halls, not 
knowing his importance, make a hoop 
of the royal crown, a hobby-horse of 
the scepter, a child of God could not 
go from His birth till His thirtieth year 
and not understand that He was the 
<*hrl»t. All the way throughout His 
lire was the tread of the self-conscious 
mission, before whom was ever the 
shadow of the cross. 

As to the question why Christ walked 
alone, lived alone, died alone. Dr. Rob¬ 
inson answered that It was for the sake 
of His followers—that when death 
came they all might say with the 
Psalmist: 

“Yea though I walk through the val¬ 
ley of the shadow of death. I will fear 
no evil, for thou art with me. thy rod 
and thy staff they comfort me." 

After the close of his sermon Dr. 
Robinson told of the good work done 
by the Deaconess’ Homo and <’hlist's 
Hospital of Cincinnati. He said that 
fiom forty to eighty persons were 
treated dally In the wards, and the 
t hlldren's ward was entirely free, and 
that It had the finest operating room, 
with cne exception. In Cincinnati. The 
endowment fund Is less than $20,000. 
and funds are necessarily at a low ebb 
Dr. Robinson asked each and all who 
cAred to give to do so and added that 
the Deaconess* Home was in need of 
sixteen sewing machines.

REPUBLICANS TRYING TO 

INTIMIDATE NEGRO VOTERS 


Say Democratic Odlcolioldcrs Will JIoli Negro Men 

and Women. 


The Republicans are trying to In¬ 
timidate the negroes into voting their 
ticket by exciting them with Incendiary 
speeches. Saturday night the Repub¬ 
licans had a meeting at Odd Fellows* 
Hail. Thirteenth and Walnut streets, 
where a number of Inflammatory 
speeches were made In an attempt to 
incite the ne*?r »es. The city was flood¬ 
ed with handbills calling attention to 
the meeting and stating that the ne¬ 
groes’ public schools and civil rights 
were about to be taken from them, and 
would be If the next Legislature was 
Democratic. M. F. Robinson, a negro 
minister, was among the speakers. He 
began his speech by asking the crowd j 
to Join him In singing a hymn. The 
burden of his argument was that he J 


doubted ver^ much whether a negro 
had any right to vote, but if he had. he 1 
must vote only the Republican ticket. 

The most inflammatory speech was 
made by the Rev. </. C. Bates. He said 
that any negro who would vote the 
Democratic ticket should be made to 
sojourn In that climate where ice is 
held at a premium. He advised negro 
women to leave any man who voted the 
Democratic ticket, saying the women 
were In great danger of having their 
lives taken hy such men 

The preacher said if the Democratic 
ticket was elected It would not be six 
months before the men the negroes had 
helped to elect would mob the negro 
men and women, and In another six 
months no negro could walk the streets 
of Louisville in safety.
